Oberndorf elected to fourth 

term; voters say 'no 'to 31st Following her 

Street hotel/park development SSwSSI

Mayor Meyera E. Oberndorf proved 
her slaying power in Tuesday's elec- 
tions by winning a fourth term as 
mayor. 

Her victory was a close one, garner- 
ing approximately 48 percent of the 
vote against three challengers: Glenn 
F. "Corey" Corillo, her closest com- 
petitor who won approximately 42 per- 
cent of the vote; Miguel J. "Mike" Ar- 
suaga, a retired Naval officer who has 
tried two previous times to capture the 
seat; and Richard A. "Dick" Jones, a 
business forms distributor and owner of 
Brothers Business Forms and Printingin 
his first bid lor elected office. 

Following her victory, Oberndorf con- 
ceded she was tired after a tough cam- 
paign fighting a contender backed by the 



Republican party. She said she had run 
what is known as a "kitchen" campaign 
with no strong party behind her against 
the forces of a powerful Republican ma- 
chine. City Council elections are sup- 
posed to be non-partisan. 

Corillo, a communications professor 
at Virginia Wesleyan College and first- 
time contender for public office, said 
that things might have been different if 
the two other contenders, who conduct- 
ed low-financed, grass roots types of 
campaigns, had not drained voles that 
otherwise would have gone lo him. 

Corillo's backers, in fact, had tried to 
talk Arsuaga out of running in the cam- 
paign. Arsuaga's campaign was no- 
table by the candidate's placard- 
bearing promotion through the streets 
of Virginia Beach. 

Only 27 percent of the electorate

turned up to vote, although the cam- 
paign was one of the most highl- con- 
tested races in years and the outcome 
will direct city policies, at least for the 
next four years.

City dedicates new Cooke Elementary 




Bigger, better school opens, but 
still houses lots of memories

In 1915, a free public school opened in 
Virginia Beach. 

Without water and electricity, 1 10 stu- 
dents gathered to learn the basics of read- 
ing, writing and arithmetic. Two years 
later, the school was named Wiloughby 
Cooke Elementary School for a genUe- 
man whose love of children and philan- 
thropic efforts made a profound impact 
upon the education of the area. 

Over the next 81 years, students, teach- 
ers and administrators came and went, 
new technology was brought in, and sev- 
eral additions were made to the school. 

But, in 1998, the building was demol- 



ished to make room for a bigger and bet- 
ter Cooke Elementary. On Sunday, the 
89,000-square-foot, two-story building 
was dedicated by hundreds of students, ad- 
ministrators and alumni. 

During the dedication ceremony, stu- 
dents gave speeches concerning the long 
history of the school itself. One student 
displayed a replica of a drinking cup pro- 
vided for each student bciorethc installa- 
tion of water fountains. Another reported 
on past principals and other administra- 
tors in the school, including school 
namesake Wiloughby T. Cooke. 

Another part of the ceremony involved

Paint effort 
brightens day 
for elderly

Is it truly more blessed to give than to 
receive? It depends on who you ask. 

Volunteers and beneficiaries alike were 
delighted to participate in Saturday's an- 
nual Paint Your Heart Out, a regional ef 
fort in which thousands of volunteers 
join forces to paint the homes of low- 
income elderly residents. 

Despite cloudy skies early that morn- 
ing, there was a definite sunny attitude as 
Beach helpers painted, renovated and did 
yard work. City wide coordinator Cdr. 
Frank Decker said the program went very 
well this year. 



"We had a good turnout and no in- 
juries," said Decker, noting that volun- 
teers' safety is a significant concern. "\ 
was particularly happy that the weather- 
man looked our way." 

The volunteer groups that made the 
event possible included Rotary chapters 
of Cape Henry, Virginia Beach, Princess 
Anne and Hampton Roads. Also pitching 
in were teams from Cox Communica- 
tions, Navy Medical Clinic at Oceana and 
the Joint Services Enlisted Association 
Atlantic Fleet. 

The groups completed work on seven 
houses. By the end of the day all seven 
houses were freshly painted. In addition, 
the groups trimmed hedges, pulled up 
trees, cut grass, recaulkcd window seals, 
replaced window panes, and even replaced 
air conditioning units at one woman's 
home. 

They worked hard but managed to

With her hair tied back, wearing sweat- 
pants and a T-shirt, Heather Stevens re- 
laxes at the home of her brother-in-law, 
Roger Belch. 

"People usually don't believe that I'm 
a boxer," she admits. "When the see 
boxing gloves in my car, they usualh 
assume that they belong to my brothers 
or boyfriend. They say things like, 
'You're too little and pretty to be a 
boxer!'" 

Thai's a fair assumption. About 5*5" 
with an average build, the 19-year -old 
Virginia Beach resident certainly doesn't 
have the physical appearance of one who 
is ranked number three in the nation in 
Womcns' Amateur Boxing. 

In this case, however, looks are decei\ 
ing. 

Stevens currendy holds a 9-4 amateur 
boxing record, with, all of her losses 



coming by decision (in amateur boxing, 
there arc no knockouts; the fight is 
stopped quickly if one fighter looks to be 
in trouble). 

The Salem High School graduate trains 
for about two hours every day. Some- 
limes she works out at BarraudPark in 
Norfolk and sometimes at ihe recreation 
center in Kempsvillc. Bui most often. 
Belch's home gym. In addition 
■ a' a member of her family, he's 
also her boxing coach. 

"I used to box for a while until my arm 
got messed up," says Belch, who once 
stepped into the ring with Norfolk box 
ing legend Perncll "Swcctpca" Whitiiker 
in a charily bout.

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ADVICE TO SAVE MOM'S LIFE 

A good combination 

May is Stroke Awareness Month, and May 
14 is Mother's Day. That's a good 
combination, according to the American 
Stroke Association, because it draws attention 
to a sad fact — stroke kills more than 97,000 
women each year. 

There's an encouraging side, too: You can 
help reduce those numbers. 

That's why taking the time to learn the 
warning signs this month could be the best 
Mother's Day present you could give 
someone. It can mean the difference between 
like and death. 

A critical step in surviving a stroke is speed. 
Call 911 as soon as the signs are evident. 
Every 53 seconds someone in the United 
States experiences a stroke, and every 3.3 
minutes someone dies from one. 

Stroke is the third leading cause of death 
behind diseases of the heart and cancer. It is 
a leading cause of serious, long-term 
disability. 

Prevention and knowing the warning signs of 
a "brain attack" are the best defense against 
strokes. 

The warning signs include: 

■ Sudden numbness or weakness of face, 
arm or leg, especially on one side of the body. 

■ Sudden confusion, trouble speaking or 
understanding. 

■ Sudden trouble seeing in one or both 
eyes. 

■ Sudden trouble walking, dizziness, loss of 
balance or coordination. 

■ Sudden severe headaches with no known 
cause. 

' Every second i'g '" "cTtfcTal when these 
symptoms present themselves. An immediate 
call to 911 is crucial because treatment can 
be more effective if given quickly. 

Early detection and immediate treatment of 
stroke may prevent some brain injury. Tissue 
plasminogen activator (TPA), a drug that may 
help reduce disability from stroke, must be 
administered within three hours after the 
onset of stroke symptoms to be most effective. 

What is a stroke? It is very similar to a heart 
attack. Strokes occur when a blood vessel 
bringing oxygen and nutrients to the brain 
bursts or is clogged by a blood clot of some 
other particle. This rupture or blockage 
keeps part of the brain from getting its 
necessary oxygen. Without oxygen, the nerve 
cells can't function and die within minutes. 
The part of the body that these cells control 
also can't function, which can sometimes lead 
to death. 

Sometimes a major stroke is preceded by a 
series of "mini" strokes days, weeks or even 
days beforehand. These temporary strokes 
result when a blood clot or other particle 
temporarily clogs an artery and part of the 
brain doesn't get the supply of oxygen that it 
needs. Mini strokes do not cause permanent 
damage but are a warning sign and can be 
treated with drugs that keep clots from 
forming. 

Stroke doesn't have to be a hopeless 
situation. Many treatments and rehabilitative 
therapies can help stroke survivors and their 
families recover and cope. Even after a 
stroke, survivors can still enjoy happy, 
activity-filled lives. 

The American Heart Association's Stroke 
Connection program provides resources and 
support to survivors, their families and 
caregivers. It makes it possible for those 
affected by stroke to get help from those who 
have also been affected by it. Support is vital 
to recovery.

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Virginia's government lacks Christian values

Every year when I fill out my Vir- 
ginia income tax return, I get mad all 
over again. It is a disgrace that I live 
in a state that 
expects a 
person who 
earns a total 
of $200.00 in 
a whole year 
to pay it a tax 
on thai 
amount of 
$4! 

Thai's 
right — Vir- 
ginia taxes 2 
percent on 
the first dol- 
lar earned up 
to $3,000. 
Then that tax 
rate jumps by 
a whopping 50 percent to a lax rate of 
3 percent of all income earned from 
$3,OOOto$5,000. Remember, we are' 
talking about annual income here. A 
person earning $5,000 annually is 
being paid the grand total of $410 a 
month. 

But it gets worse — much worse! 
Once a person reaches this "pinnacle" 
of $5,000 a year, the Commonwealth 
doesn't just increase the rate by half, 
but this lime by two-thirds. Every 
dollar earned between $5,000 and 
$17,000 now generates lax revenues 
for Richmond based on the rate of 5 
percent. 

Given such giant leaps in the lax 
rates on such meager income, one 
would suspect the rich must really be 
getting soaked by our stale govern- 
ment. No — quite the opposite. 
Astonishingly, now that Common- 
wealth has bled its working poor dry 
of dollars needed for daily survival, 
suddenly the tax rate hikes stop alto- 
gether. 

All income .earned over $17,000, 
whether ii is $1 or umpteen billion 
dollars, is taxed at the flat rate of 5.75 
percent. That is, a mere .75 is added 
to the 5 percent our working poor and 
impoverished are expected to fork 



over from their meager household 
incomes. 

And Gov. Gilmore and his conser- 
vative brouhaha-ers proclaim over 
and over that they want the working 
poor to keep more of their own money . 
Sure they do, and I have the Brooklyn 
Bridge for sale when you finish sign- 
ing onto that. 

The federal government doesn't 
impose an income lax on folks below 
the poverty line, nor docs almost any 
other state in the union. Not only do 
most slates not tax such life and death 
income, but even the few that do 
impose an income tax on low-income 
earners certainly don't do so at the 
outrageous rate of 5 percent. 

In fact, not only is taxing those 
below the poverty line rejected by the 
policy makers of most states, many 
even have an state-earned income tax 
credit (based on the federal model) 
which provides tax refunds to their 
most impoverished citizens. Appar- 
ently, other states believe that citi- 
zens who work 50 hours a week, 52 
weeks a year deserve to be able to 
provide food, clothing and shelter for 
themselves and their families. 

But, not Virginia. No, sir, we're 
tough in this state on those folks who 
work at low paying jobs. They can 
pay taxes at the same rate as our 
millionaires (of which we have our 
fair share). Our tax code alone helps 
see to that. 

After all, if those frozen in low- 
income jobs wanted to earn enough 
to support themselves and their fami- 
lies, they should have had the fore- 
sight to be born to rich parents, or at 
least to those in (he upper middle- 
class. That's Virginia's ticket to the 
top schools and the good paying jobs 
that follow them. 

Some Christian state this is! I 
wonder what part of Jesus' message 
Virginia's self-proclaimed faith com- 
munity actually hears. There is not 
an ounce of social consciousness, 
never mind human compassion and 
brotherhood, in any slate whose policy 
it is to exploit its poorest citizens in 



order to advantage its most privi- 
leged. 

And, what does Virginia have to 
show for it? Well, for one thing, we 
can boast of having the worst income 
disparity in the nation, far worse that 
the national average, which is atro- 
cious to begin with. Ninety-five per- 
cent of (he annual income earned in 
our stale goes into the pockets of 5 
percent of our citizens. Put another 
way, 95 percent of Virginians toil all 
year so that 5 percent of their privi- 
leged neighbors can live in far more 
luxury that our planter aristocracy 
ever dreamed of. 

Be that as it may, Jesus' message 
didn't get repealed no matter how 
deaf his so-called followers have be- 
come. The powers-lhat-be might be 
able to exploitihe poor, both in wages 
and taxes, buttheycan'tchange God's 
law one wit, no matter how much 
political power they amass in this 
temporal world. 

And, it is not only anti-Christian to 
take the hard-earned bread off the 
tables of the working poor, it is anti- 
American to no longer value the pro- 
ductive labor or the common citizen. 
He and she are the backbone of our 
society. Without those who toil day- 
in and day-out, there would be no 
productive engine to drive American 
prosperity in the first place. 

Shamefully, when it comes to poli- 
cies based upon real values, Virginia's 
middle name is "Hypocrisy." No 
other state out-talks us on how very, 
very Christian we are, how highly we 
valueour families, and that we are the 
last bastion of the truly patriotic de- 
voted to principles upon which this 
great nation of ours was founded. 

But, whoops — then we must face 
the cold reality of our public policies, 
especially our income tax code. Our 
taxation system reflects a society al- 
most totally devoid of even the most 
basic of Christian ethics, family val- 
ues and the egalitarian principle of 
the right of all citizens to the pursuit 
of happiness to the highest degree 
possible.

Unfortunately, I have passed on 
myallergiestoour 18-month-oldson, 
Mitchell, who has been coughing and 
sneezing his way through these spring 
months. On Saturday, thedoctorgave 
him a prescription medication to keep 
his allergies in check. 

Alas, what I could do for some 
medicine! But being pregnant, all 
I'm allowed is a certain brand of 
common allergy and cold medicine 
and the advice to stock up on tissues. 
I'm not allowed nose spray, and the 
medicine isn't making the first dent 
in my allergy symptoms. 

I wonder how many Hampton 
Roads residents suffer the plight of 
ihe allergy -ridden? I'm sure it's many 
— so many of us seem to be in the 
same boat. We're thekind who watch 
the morning news for the daily pol- 
len-level forecast. Of course, there's 
not much we can do about it but try to 
stay indoors and run an air filler 
around the clock. 

I did gel something interesting in 
the mail which helps me belter un- 
derstand why I'm doomed to suffer 
allergies no matter whai. Itcamc from 
the folks at Pledge Grab-It, the furni- 
ture polish manufacturer which now 
produces dusting cloths. 

Of course, most of us will do a 
"spring cleanup" at home this year, 
which is certain to aggravate any 
allergic conditions. 

But check out these .statistics. It's 
no wonder we're sneezing and wheez- 
ing so much. 

According to a national survey by 
Ihe University of Maryland, women 
spent 1 5.6 hours per week in 1995 on 
household chores — II hours less 
than in 1965. No wonder so much 
dust accumulates! 

According to a 1998 survey by the 
Soapand Detergent Assoc iation, only 



45 percent of Americans believe that 
regular dusting is beneficial to their 
overall health. 

I found that interesting, consider- 
ing — on average — Americans 
breathe in about 50,000 particles of 
dust percubic centimeter.Thal's more 
than two tablespoons of solid articles 
a day! At last, a reason for all that 
sneezing. 

And did you know that the average 
person sheds 1 .5 grams of dust per 
day? Or that the average American 
household accumulates more than 40 
pounds of dust per year? 

That makes for a whole lot of sneez- 
ing. 

And this is sure to gross you out: 
household dusi is made up of more 
than 5,000 different particles includ- 
ing din, hair, animal dander, mildew 
and dust mite droppings. 

Of course, allergic individuals like 
myself can do our best to keep the 
house as clean and dust-free as pos- 
sible, but I find some of the advice 
hard lo swallow. 

For instance, health experts advise 
we should wash area rugs once a 
week. Sure, washing sheets once a 
week is standard. But rugs? I think 
not. And washing the blinds regu- 
larly and dusting the ceiling fan? 
Please! 

And as far as meticulous dusting 
goes, I think most of us are too busy 
chasing around kids and working hard 
to make our homes pass the white- 
glove inspection. 

Researchers and scientists have 
developed vaccines for polio, flue, 
chicken pox and bubonic plague. My 
question, when will allergies be next? 
I'd be glad lo fund any studies — 
after all, I've got all this money lay- 
ing around from my stock investment 
in Kleenex!

Elian Gonzalez has become a 
household name over the past five 
months. It is as familiar as Bill 
Clinton, Monica i^winsky, Janet 
Reno, Oprah 
Winfrey, 
Jerry Fal- 
well, Larry 
Flynt, Jesse 
Jackson and 
the Three 
Stooges. 

The 6- 
year-old Cu- 
ban boy was 
rescued from 
dangerous 
ocean waters 
near Miami, 
Fla. while 
hanging on 
to an

last Novem- 
ber after his 
mother drowned trying to reach 
America. The government has been 
trying hard lo unite Elian with his 
father, Juan Miguel Gonzalez, who 
had been waiting in Washington for 
10 days. 

Then the saga of Elian exploded at 
the home in the Little Havana section 
of Miami where he was living with 
relatives. It was the highlight, or 
lowlight (depending on your feel- 
ing), when the saga of Elian Gonzales 
came to pass. It will continue at least 
until 2001, and maybe infinity. 

Shortly after 5 a.m. Saturday, April 
21 the front door of the home was 
bashed in with a battering ram. Eight 
armed agents, one a bilingual female 
(English and Spanish), rushed in and 
pulled off a "snatch and run," grab- 
bing the boy from the arms of the man 
who had pulled him from the ocean in 
November. 

Elian was then rushed to a waiting 
government airplane and flown to 
Andrews Air Force Base into the 
loving arms of his father. The televi- 
sion crews, photographer and report- 
ers came on like gangbusters. Re- 
portedly, there were more than 40 
television crews on the scene. Little 
Havana was knocked on its ears as 
well as other portions of its anatomy. 
All the ingredients of a full scale 
riot soon became evident as the news 
of the "snatch and run" spread like 
wildfire is a windstorm.

The course was de- 
signed by Pete Dye with Curtis 
Strange serving as PGA Tour player 

consultant. The golfprofessionals are 
Jason Przymuzala and Keith Bless. 
TPC wil I be hosting their first large 
events in May. One is the annual 
Bruce Smith Tournament to be held 
on May 8 and the BUY.COM Vir- 
ginia Beach Open is to be held May 
15-21. The BUY.COM is the new 
name of the previous Nike Tour. 
About 140 of the world's top-ranked 
professional golfers will tee off in 
Virginia Beach in hopes of securing 
a berth on the prestigious PGA Tour 
for the 2001 season.

O^icki Wookry: Outstanding City 'Employee

Nicki Woolery is the type of municipal 
employee that city government dreams 
about: she's willing to roll up her sleeves, 
do what it takes and loves Virginia Beach. 

These are just some of the reasons why 
she was recently named Outstanding City 
Employee. 

Administrative services manager for the 
Department of Convention and Visitor 
Development, Woolery has been with the 
city for two decades and frequently 
volunteers for additional duties. Her 
municipal career began with the 
Department of Parks and Recreation. 

Woolery finds it ironic that she won the 
honor since the first person named 
Outstanding City Employee was her first 
supervisor, Dick Branich. 

A native of the North Carolina piedmont, 
Woolery fell in love with Virginia Beach 
while visiting the resort city in 1971. She 
knew she had to live here. 

"I think I'm a beach girl at heart," she 
smiled. 

Woolery still loves her adopted 
hometown, though it has grown significantly 
larger in 29 years. Being named Outstanding 
City Employee of the Year by the Rotary 
Club was icing on the cake. 

"It has been a rough couple of years," 
admitted Woolery, who was stunned and 
cheered by the special honor. "My son has 
had surgeries after being in a car accident, 
and my brother died." 

Every time the telephone rang, Woolery 
was expecting more bad news. The honor 
was a welcomed — and appreciated — 
change. 

Especially the wonderful things said by 
colleagues in nomination letters: 

"/ can always count on Nicki to look at an 
issue with passion and intelligence." 

"It takes a special kind of person to be a 
mentor. Nicki has this wonderful quality of 
coaching and teaching without your even 
being aware of the knowledge she is 
imparting." « 

"Nicki has always had the ability to look 
beyond herself and her own department and 
see the bigger picture and how she could 
contribute." 

Woolery admits she loyes to "get a 
reaction" from others by saying she doesn't 
work for the Department of Convention and 
Visitor Development — but something 
larger. 

"I tell them I'm in the business of people. 
I operate from a different frame of reference. 
I love being a public servant, but I also get 
to work in the resort area. It's the best of 
both worlds," she explained. 

Woolery said her life is not "fragmented" 
— split between work, home, family and 
community. It all mingles to form her being.

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Mayor Oberndorf takes 
fourth term on council 
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On an advisory referendum, 
voters voted 34,285 votes against 
development of the property into 
a hotel, parking garage and park, 
compared to 25,183 votes in 
favor of leaving the entire proper- 
ty as a park. 
The question on the ballot was: 
"Should the City of Virginia 
Beach develop a panoramic pub- 
lic park on the city-owned proper- 
ty located on the ocean at 31st 
Street and Atlantic Avenue with- 
out permuting a permanent busi- 
ness establishment there?" 

What effect the results will 
have on future council actions on 
the park is debatable. 

Council has .already entered 
legal agreements with the devel- 
opers and the council make-up 
after the election. The most 
lively opposition to the develop- 
ment, the three-person coalition 
known as the "DEW Team," was 
defeated. It would most likely 
support the public/private part- 
nership under which the develop- 
ment would take place. 

City Council will have two new 
members, Rosemary Wilson, a 
realtor for Prudential Decker and 
a former teacher who currently 
serves on the School Board, and 
Robert C. "Bob" Mandigo Jr., an 
auditor in the U.S. General Ac- 
counting Officer backed by coun- 
cilman WW. Harrispn Jr. He de- 
fcacdl A.M. "Don" Weeks for the 
Kempsvillc District seat. 

It was a victory of sorts for Har- 
rison, who was frequently at odds 
with Weeks over what he consid- 
ered his negativism. 

Wilson will take over the at- 
lafgc seal occupied by council- 
man Harold Heischober who re- 
tired the first of the year. Former 
councilman John A. Baum was 
appointed by council to finish the 
term which ends June 30. All 
winning candidates will take of- 
fice on July I. 

Margaret L.. Eure, who has 
served two years on council, a re- 
tired business owner and planning 
commissioner for seven years, re- 
captured her Centerville District 
seat for another four years by de- 
feating Walter W. "Wally" Erb, 
a senior systems analyst for 
Lockheed-Martin making a sec- 
ond bid for public office. 

The fourth winner, Reba Mc- 
Clanan, retained her Rose Hall 
seal in an uncontested election. 
She won more votes than anyone 
in the election with a 44,379 
count. 

Robert K. Dean, a former city 
council member, a member of 
the "DEW Team," was among 
the contenders for the at-large 
seat won by" Wilson. 

Dean, Weeks and Erb made up 
the DEW team, which cam- 
paigned against public/private 
partnerships and specifically the 



31st Street development. Council 
has .supported public/private part- 
nerships as a way to improve the 
economy of the city when the 
various projects would not be 
possible otherwise. 

The council majority has main- 
tained that its policies have 
made it possible to avoid real es- 
tate tax rate increases. 

As Corillo looked upon the re- 
sults in the mayoral campaign as 
an indication that the citizens 
wanted a change, so did the 
DEW Team members. They 
looked at the votes they won as a 
sign of dissatisfaction among the 
people with the way council was 
doing business for the city. 

The DEW Team, however, was 
characterized by its opponents as 
the "Do Nothing Team." 

Wilson will be the sixth woman 
on council, making it the first time 
women have been a majority on 
council When Oberndorf first won 
a council seat in 1976, she was the 
first woman council member. The 
other women arc Barbara Henley, 
Nancy Parker, McClanan and Eure. 

The at-large seat attracted the 
greatest number of contenders. 

In addition to Wilson and 
Dean, candidates included Va- 
lerie A. "Lady Luck" Carter, a 
transportation specialist, Virginia 
Truck and Equipment bidding the 
first time for elected office; Bev- 
erly Boone Harris, counselor at 
Norfolk State University; Gerald 
McDonnell, retired sheriff's 
deputy making his second bid for 
elected office; and John 0. 
Parmcle Jr., 23-year Navy veter- 
an retired as master chief petty 
officer, making his sixth bid (all 
unsuccessful) for elected office. 

The third contender in the 
Kcmpsville District campaign 
was Juanita Williams, a teacher 
assistant at Independence Middle 
School, a first-time candidate for 
public office. 

The vole tally, with all districts 
rcporting.is as follows:

Volunteers paint 
brighter day for 
elderly homeowners 
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enjoy themselves while providing 
fellow citizens with much-needed 
and greatly appreciated help. 

"If you're not having fun, you're 
doing something wrong," said 
Decker. "At everyone of our seven 
houses there was a group of people 
who looked at what needed to be 
done, then pitched in and took care 
of it." 

"I'm thrilled, I"m so pleased," 
exclaimed Audrey Simpson as she 
watched the Cape Henry Rotary 
team point her home. 

"When you get to be my age, and 
you live on Social Security, you 
just can't do things like this any- 
more," she sighed, 

Hughes used to paint and main- 
tain her home on her own. Howev- 
er, she decided she could not do it 
alone anymore when she fell off a 
ladder while doing work on the sec- 
ond story of her house. 

She was very grateful for the as- 
sistance received through Paint 
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Your Heart Out. She learned about 
the program through an advertise- 
ment in the newspaper. Criteria for 
selection requires that the partici- 
pants be elderly (over 65) or dis- 
abled with low-income (SI 2,000 or 
less annually), live by themselves 
and own their property. 

Edith Egglcston has lived in her 
home for 25 years, and even with a 
niece and nephew to help her, the 
job of maintaining her yard and 
home exterior became too much for 
her over time. 

Eggleston was excited about 
being selected to participate in the 
program. 

"This is such a blessing! I can't 
believe it," Eggleston exclaimed. 
"This shows there are still some 
pretty good people left in this 
world." 

She added, "I was surprised when 
I got chosen, because I thought 
there would be such a long list." 

According to Decker, contrary to 
the logical belief that there would 
be a long line of requests for assis- 
tance, the Paint Your Heart Out 
Committee in Virginia Beach has 
had a difficult time selecting partic- 
ipants. Too few meet the specified 
requirements. 

The selection committee works 
with Reside With Pride, a city- 
operated housing office. Reside 
With Pride collects data all year 
about those requiring assistance. 
Anyone desiring such assistance, or 
who knows an elderly or disabled 
person who could benefit from this 
program, should contact Reside 
With Pride, 426-5803.

"Wail a minute," Stevens real- 
izes, "I can't work out without rap 
music!" 

She hurries to a nearby stereo and 
finds a rap station. Now clad in a 
one-piece workout suit, the young 
woman is ready to sharpen her 
skills. 
"1-2-3!" he shouts. 
At machine-gun speed, Stevens 
throws a left jab and body blows. 

They continue this for several 
minutes, with Belch shouting out 
commands and Stevens methodical- 
ly working her combinations. 
Sometimes she tries to put holes 
in the chest protector; others, she 
hits the hand gloves repeatedly. 

A speed (peanut) bag hangs in a 
nearby corner, while a 70-pound 
heavy bag is nearby. There's also a 
double-in bag. Tied to the ceiling 
and floor with bungee rope, this in- 
teresting invention is used for head 
movement and combination work. 
In the next few hours, Stevens will 
use them all. 

She'll then finish up with the 
usual calisthenics, like sit-ups. 

"I also run about three miles a 
day," she adds. "Boxing is the 
toughest workout a person can 
have." 

She takes a short break to play 
with Belch's young son. 
"It definitely hurts when you

lose," Stevens admits as the toddler 
causes havoc nearby. "You train so 
much, it's very disappointing to 
lose. But the next day, I just get 
back up and go back to running and 
working. 

"I don't really get mad in the 
ring," she goes on, "I just think 
that if the girl hits me once, I have 
to give her three of my own. If she 
makes my head snap back, I have 
to go on top, because she's already 
got the point." 

In amateur boxing, judges use a 
small computer to render points 
when one fighter scores a clean hit. 

Stevens remembers the first 
time she was in the ring — an 
April 1999 match in Scranton, Pa., 
in which she defeated North Caroli- 
na native and U.S. Marine Tori 
Brown. 

"I'm comfortable now," she as- 
serts, "but back then, I was a little 
scared. With all the people watch- 
ing you, you're afraid that you'll 
screw up. But now, I just think, 'I 
have to do what I have to do.'" 

It's time to step back into the 
"ring" (actually, the carpet of 
Belch's garage). 

"I'll spar with basically anyone 



who wants to step in there," she 
challenges, tying on a pair of prac- 
tice gloves. 

At Salem High School, Stevens 
also excelled in archery (winning 
the Virginia State Indoor Archery 
Championship from 1994 to 1998) 
and basketball ("I was the usual 
student, grades-wise," she laughs). 
She currently attends Tidewater 
Community College, as well as 
working at the Animal Medical 
Center in Virginia Beach, hoping 
to someday become a veterinarian. 

"Lateron, I'd like to win a belt," 
she says. "That's the biggest thing. 
It's not so much the paycheck, I 
just want the recognition. I want to 
be on top. I want to be a recog- 
nized female athlete, and pave the 
way for other women in boxing, as 
others have for me. 

"I think people still think wom- 
en's boxing is a joke," Stevens 
says, "It's coming around, but it's 
still not where I'd like it to be. I 
want it to be where men's boxing 
is now. It's not just catfighting, or 
brawling. Women have to be taken 
seriously as boxers. 

"Women have a point to prove," 
she says. "It all boils down to 
that." 



ARE employees

For the third year, members of 
the Association for Research and 
Enlightenment (ARE) are making a 
k difference in the lives of the 61 res- 
idents at Ballcntine Manor Assisted 
Living Facility in Norfolk.

Order of Cape Henry 1607 
pays tribute to First Landing

On an isolated portion of Colo- 
nial National Historical Park at 
Cape Henry in Virginia Beach, a 
massive granite cross memorializes 
an important step in founding what 
was to be the most significant set- 
tlement in the European coloniza- 
tion of North America. 

This granite cross, erected in 
1935 by National Society of the 
Daughters of the American 
Colonists, has been called the Cape 
Henry Shrine. It marks the site 
where the adventurers, who were to 
establish the first permanent En- 
glish settlement in North America, 
first set foot on Virginia soil on 
April 26,1607. 

Several weeks later they landed at 
a location that became knownjas 
Jamestown — named in homage to 
their king. 

Since 1920, members of the 
Order of Cape Henry 1607 have an- 
nually honored the memory of the 
Englishmen who — after a long 
circuitous voyage — erected a 
wooden cross at Cape Henry in sin- 
cere gratitude to God for conducting 
them safely to the shores of Vir- 
ginia. 

Order of Cape Henry members 
and their guests began this year's 
observance of that First Landing 
with a Sunday afternoon luncheon 
at the Fort Story Club. Playwright 
Bo Wilson, commissioned by the 
Commonwealth of Virginia to 
write a play that tells the story of 
the First Landing at Cape Henry, 
was the luncheon speaker. 

"The working title is simply 
'First Landing.' If we come up with 
something brilliant, we'll change 
it," said Wilson. "But I think 'First 
Landing is actually a compelling 
title," he added. Eventually, 
Wilson's play will be performed for 
visitors in the amphitheatre at First 
Landing Slate Park. 

Both the subject and its possibil- 
ities induced Wilson to undertake 
the project. 

"It struck me as an opportunity 
to tell a story that has never been 
told, and that's a rare thing in my 
business," explained. 

Wilson is not a historian nor 
does he claim have any expertise in 
history; nevertheless, he's fond of 
history in general. 

"I'm always interested with histo- 
ry, and I'm interested with any op- 
portunity to humanize it. 1 don't 
think that history is a collection of 
dales and places, I think it's a col- 
lection of people, and then you 
have to learn the dates and places to 
talk about those people intelligent- 
ly," he said. 

"It seems to me," said Wilson, 
"that the way history is taught in 
the public schools that the cart 
leads the horse — quite often. And

anytime I have a chance to rear- 
range that backwardness, I'm happy 
to do so." 

Although Wilson doesn't claim 
to know the whole history of Vir- 
ginia Beach, he can't imagine any- 
thing more consequential than the 
First Landing happening here. 
« "You have the elimination of 
two Native tribes completely — 
the Powhatans and the Chesapeakes 
arc both gone," he noted. "That 
was the direct result of that land- 
ing. When you have an indigenous 
people extinguished, I think that's 
highly significant." 

Of course, the landing at Cape 
Henry was one of the first steps in 
the founding of Jamestown, the 
first permanent English settlement 
in North America. 

Wilson finds that fact significant, 
too. "We seem to have made a go 
of it between Canada and America, 
and I think that the ability to prove 
that it's doable is huge in the devel- 
opment of the nation, and so indeed 
you could make the argument that 
Amcricaexists becauscof the First 
Landing at Cape Henry. "1 don't 
know if that argument would hold 
up to microscopic scrutiny, but in 
a broad sense it's true." 

After a commemorative religious 
service at the Cape Henry Memori- 
al cross conducted by the Rev. Bev- 
erly Tucker, memorial wreaths 
were placed at the foot of the cross 
dedicated by the Daughters of the 
American Colonists in 1935. 
State and local representatives from 
the National Society, Daughters of 
the American Colonists and Chil- 
dren of the American Colonists 
fixed wreaths at the base of the

monument. 

Virginia General Assembly Dele- 
gate Robert Tata gave a brief ad- 
dress following the presentation of 
the memorial wreaths. 

"The first permanent settlements 
in the early 1600's initiated the 
Colonial period in American histo- 
ry," he noted. "This era continued 
until the signing of the Declaration 
of Independence in 1776. All that 
we have become, started here. 

"It is incumbent upon the mem- 
bers of The Order of Cape Henry to 
keep meticulous records and histor- 
ical data so this piece of history 
will never have the occasion to be 
distorted or forgotten," remarked 
Tata. "As new waves of immi- 
grants enter the country and change 
the face of Americaand their histo- 
ries are recorded, we must docu- 
ment and insure that there are no 
revisions or embellishments to our 
history." 

Lt. Col. Kevin Donohue, com- 
manding officerat Fort Story, also 
attended the annual program. 

"It's hard not to really have a 
sense of awe that I have some re- 
sponsibility in protecting this site 
— as well as the commemoration 
of The Battle of the Capes right 
here and the first lighthouse that 
was completed in 1792. They're all 
treasures of the America of the 
17th and 18th centuries. Fort Story 
is very fortunate to have such a 
legacy." 

While there has been some dis- 
cussion over the years about elimi- 
nating the religious service as part 
of the program Roy Dudley, presi- 
dent of The Order of Cape Henry 
1607, has objected to the proposal. 
"Since they planted a cross and 
they had a religious service, the 
best way of commemorating it 
would be to continue having a reli- 
gious service," Dudley observed. 
"As we do, we use some of the 
same prayers and certainly the same 
Bible reading that they used when 
they came ashore (hat day." 

Dudley was pleased that the com- 
monwealth has commissioned a 
play to be written that will be per- 
formed at the First Landing State 
Park amphitheater in Virginia 
Beach. 

"It's an exciting for the prospect 
of allowing both local people and 
our guests from out of state to 
know about our historic events that 
occurred here," he said. "I'm very 
happy about what they're doing, 
and I'm delighted to see that the 
state is behind itr"

Syracuse was my mother's home, 
and it was our family's spiritual home 
as we moved from Norfolk to Phila- 
delphia, Philadelphia to Bainbridge, 
Bainbridge to Newport, and New- 
port back to Norfolk. 

"Going home" for Christmas or 
Easter always meant going to Syra- 
cuse. There was a permanency about 
Syracuse; it was like the "Eternal 
City of Rome" for us. It was where 
we belonged, where we were always 
welcome, and where there was a warm 
sense of family. 

My mother's brothers and sisters 
and my cousins all lived in Syracuse. 
My father regarded my mother's fam- 
ily as his family and they, of course, 
responded in kind. When we re- 
turned for visits, everyone seemed 
glad to see Uncle Tony, Aunt Rose, 
and their boys. Perhaps our absence 

— the fact that we didn't reside in 
S y racuse — accounted for our "royal 
receptions," but I always felt that 
family affection rather than prolonged 
absence was the overwhelming rea- 
son. 

Syracuse will always hold a en- 
during place in my heart. A recent 
visit to the city impressed upon me 
how places, families, and memories 
change over the course of time. 
Change, it seems, is the only thing 
that remains constant. 

I guess it's true that you can never 
go back home again although I 
couldn't resist trying. My visit to 
Syracuse was bittersweet. 

Our family home, my 
grandmother's house at 126 Delhi St. 
has long since been bulldozed. In 
fact, the entire lower half of Delhi 
Street, "Little Italy," has become 
public property. Nothing exists that 
bears any testament to the Italian- 
American home that was the center 
of the universe when I was a young- 
ster. 

While Grandma's garden and house 
have disappeared, those exquisite 
family memories — the laughter and 
affection — have not. Those things 

— thank God — are more enduring. 
And Grandma? As my Uncle Pete 

once said, she's "swapping recipes 
with God." Without her, Syracuse 
will never be the same — at least for 
me. 

Other family members — among 
them my mother — have joined my

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OK'd budgets reflect increases 
in revenues; will expand services

City Council has approved operating 
and capital budgets for the 2000-01 fis- 
cal year which are more than $2 mil- 
lion over the budgets proposed earlier 
in the year. 

As a result some previously unad- 
dressed projects and requests from vari- 
ous agencies and citizens discussed at 
numerous workshops and public hear- 
ings over the past several months are 
included in the budgets. 

Approved were: 

■ An operating budget of 
$1,117,295,357, compared to the orig- 
inally proposed $1,115,679,755. The 
budget was approved by a vote of 10-1 



with councilman Don Weeks dissent- 
ing. 

■ A capital budget of 5136,424,540 
for the first year, compared to a budget 
of $135,224,540 in the previous propos- 
al and $517,059,004 for the following 
five years, compared to $512,382,806 
originally proposed. It was approved 
unanimously. 

What made the increases possible 
were additional state and federal funds 
and transfers from the general fund bal- 
ance. 

Just one week following the mayoral 
and councilmanic elections, voting 
went without a hitch except for the 
negative vote from Weeks on the oper- 
ating budget. 



Councilman John A. Baum withdrew 
his suggestion made a week ago to in- 
crease the salaries of the mayor and 
City Council which would not have 
gone into effect until July 1 following 
the next council election — that's two 
years from now. Current salaries of the 
mayor and members of council, which 
became effective July 1, 1989, are 
$20,000 and $18,000. The new salaries 
would have been $30,000 for the mayor 
and $28,000 for council members. The 
new salaries would have met the maxi- 
mums set in the Code of Virginia 
which provides that cities with a popu- 
lation of 260,000 or more are allowed 
to set the annual salaries of their may- 
ors and council members at $30,000 



and $28,000. 

Council also decided to determine 
income eligibility thresholds in its real 
estate tax relief program for the elderly 
and disabled in the same way the So- 
cial Security Administration determi- 
nes cost of living payments to recipi- 
ents. New operating revenues were in- 
cluded in the budget. 

From the state: 

■ Aid to libraries, $36,249; mental 
health grant, $332,367; school categor- 
ical grants, $60,001. School basic aid 
was decreased by $224,121 — the 
School Board has cut out some instruc- 
tional positions because of anticipated 
statistics enrollment.

They're plump, red and bursting 
with perfection. 

This year's strawberry crop is juicy 
and ripe for the picking, according to 
growers and pickers braving the 
blazing May heal to take home some 
of the local bounty. 

In Virginia Beach and Chesapeake, 
demand is at its peak as devotees of 
the ruby-red berries flock to the fields. 

In Pungo, producer Anne Baker is 
finding it hard to keep up with 
demand. She operates Brookdale 
Farm, a one-acre patch on Vaughan 
Road. 

"The strawberries have been 
holding up real well this year. They're 
nice sized and in good condition," 
she said. 

The spring crop is better than 
anticipated after a shaky fall. 

"The worst thing we worried about 
was after we planted them last fall," 
said Baker. "We had nine or 10 
inches of rain and thought they'd 
drown. We lost some, but they came 
back looking good."

Group homes impacting recidivism rate

A study of the Tidewater Regional 
Group Homes shows that the homes 
make a difference in the recidivism 
rate of juvenile offenders. 

Titled a recidivism evaluation, the 
study as done by Dr. Wolfgang Pindur, 
professor and executive director of the 
Graduate Center for Urban Studies and 
Public Administration at Old Dominion 
University, assisted by John Elliker, a 
research associate. 

At a Virginia Beach City Council 
workshop Tuesday, the researchers re- 
ported that the Tidewater Regional 
Group Home Commission programs — 
14 youth offender intervention pro- 



grams arc available, both residential 
and nonresidential — lowered recidi- 
vism rales, compared to a sample of 
all Virginia Beach juvenile offenders. 

The study showed that 10 programs 
lowered recidivism rates — that is, ju- 
venile appearance at a court service 
unit for a delinquent offense after hav- 
ing previously appeared at a court ser- 
vices unit intake or after starting a 
group home treatment program. 

The evaluation showed that 10 pro- 
grams lowered recidivism rates, com- 
pared to the sample of all Virginia 
Beach juvenile offenders; nine of 10 
programs kept recidivists out of trouble 
longer than sample recidivists and that 
program recidivists return to court in- 



take for less serious offenses than the 
general population. 

At its formal session later, council 
adopted a resolution approving the 
city's continued participation in the Ju- 
venile Community Crime Control Act's 
program which provides funding on be- 
half of the city to the commission. 

The Department of Juvenile Justice 
under the Community Crime Control 
Act (VJCCCA) is providing a 
$2,471,013 grant to the commission on 
behalf of Virginia Beach. 

John Matish, executive director of 
the TRGHC, said that the residences 
have no locked facilities and in some 
cases the juveniles go to public 
schools. He said that the juveniles are 



in the facilities, for crimes, which may 
be serious property crimes but no juve- 
niles who commit a crime against a 
person are at the facilities. 

Some programs require counseling, 
in which case the counselors go to the 
homes of the offenders. Camp Pendle- 
ton , which is for much younger offend- 
ers (ages 10-12) i- located in Virginia 
Beach. Maush said that it is an innova- 
tive program and professionals have 
found that it is important to deal with 
youngsters at an even younger age, 
like eight, to prevent more serious 
problems later on. 

Circuit Court Clerk Curtis Fruit said

Bag 'em up 

Postal carriers bags are normally weighed 
down by letters, catalogs and parcels. But on 
Saturday local carriers will be making some 
special pickups during their delivery rounds. 

The National Association of Letter Carriers 
will host their annual food drive to benefit the 
Foodbank of Southeastern Virginia that day. 
Local residents can do their part to fight 
hunger simply by leaving non-perishable food 
items in a bag near the mailbox — but no 
glass or home-canned foods. 

Last year, more than 142,00 pounds of food 
was collected in Hampton Roads, making it 
one of the largest food drives of its type in 
Southeastern Virginia. Across the country, 
62.5 million pounds of food were collected for 
those in need. This year's local goal is 
148,000 pounds of food. 

Why the need? The Foodbank of 
Southeastern Virginia, established in 1981 to 
reduce hunger and food waste, has 
distributed more than 90 million pounds of 
fresh, frozen, shelf-stable and prepared foods. 
The Foodbank serves five counties and six 
cities in a 3,300-square-mile area, including 
South Hampton Roads, Western Tidewater 
and the Eastern Shore. More than 110.000 
people in Southeastern Virginia live below the 
poverty level and, without help, would 
regularly not get enough to eat. The 
Foodbank provides more than 10,500 meals a 
day — over six million meals a year — to our 
neighbors in need.

Capital punishment: Unmasking the myth

We Virginians know exactly how 
to deal with violent crime. We are 
convinced that thedeath penally , con- 
cealed gun 
carry and try- 
ing children 
as adults will 
make us safe 
in our homes 
and neigh- 
borhoods. 
And we cer- 
tainly know 
better than to 
succumb to 
the mania to 
regulate fire- 
arms sweep- 
ing the coun- 
try in the 
wake of the 
schoolhouse 
massacres. 

After all, guns don't kill people, 
people kill people; and, in Virginia, 
we the people kill people who kill 
people. Sounds reasonable to me. 
even like good old-fashioned com- 
mon sense! 

But what does not make sense is 
why our sister societies of Europe 
and Canada (all of which havestrin- 
gent gun control and no death pen- 
alty) produce much lower rates of 
violent crime, youth violence and 
accidental death from firearms. Not 
that we can't point to modern societ- 
ies where the death penalty seems to 
be quite effective in decreasing vio- 
lentxlrime. 

Iran, China and even Turkey come 
quickly to mind, but, unfortunately, 
individual liberties and human rights 
are in as short a supply as crime. 



Scrapping our Bill of Rights is obvi- 
ously too high a price to pay. Still, 
these societies are useful in their sug- 
gestion that the deterrent value of 
capital punishment may depend on it 
being frequently and widely imposed. 
Now, there's a chilling thought! 

Then there are those pesky find- 
ings by the Enlightenment founder of 
modern criminology, Cesarc 
Beccaria, which proved that societ- 
ies that impose capital punishment 
average a violent crime rate three to 
four times higher than those that do 
not. It was his seminal case study 
which began the western abandon- 
ment of the death penalty as an effec- 
tive punishment. 

No one familiar with the inequities 
inherent in the imposition of the death 
penalty throughout the United States 
can fail to wonder if Beccaria might 
not have been on to something after 
all. Death row is filled with the poor, 
the ignorant and, most often, mem- 
bers of our minorities, causing many 
toclaim that being sentenced to death 
is far more a measure of access to 
competent counsel than it is to the 
crimes themselves. 

Even the system for determining 
what is and what is not a capital 
offense fosters inequity. What mur- 
der, rape or kidnapping is not a hei- 
nous crime? Unless we execute all 
those convicted of such acts of cru- 
elty, how do we justly decide who 
should live and who should die? 

Clearly, justice demands that ev- 
eryone accused must be afforded 
equal justice under the law, not just to 
protect the innocent but to insure 
judgment, not passion, is the opera- 
tive principle when the decision of

I love strawberries. 
I love the way they look, taste, 
smell and feel. 

I love all that strawberries repre- 
sent — wholcsomeness, goodness, 
sweetness, 
spring. 

What else 
would drive 
me to sweat

— even if it was hot. 

During the long ride to Pungo, I 
anticipated rows and rows of the red 
jewels. I envisioned strawberry 
shortcake and ice cream, pies and 
other confections. 

Then Mitch, toddler that he is, 
zonked out just as we approached the 
Pungo stoplight. He looked so peace- 
ful, it didn't seem right to awaken 
him. 

Timp parked the van under some 
big shady trees and agreed to hang 
out with Mitch until'lie woke up. 
Mary and I grabbed our baskets and 
headed for the berry patch.

We were presented wooden, wired 
handled flats lined with quart baskets 
in which to put our berries.

"to die or not to die" is rendered in the 
courtroom.

Cutting off 
the hand of a thief or the tongue from 
the bearer of false witness was con- 
sidered pure barbarism even in an- 
cient Greece and Rome. 

Every society, of course, has the 
inalienable right to protect itself from 
its most violent criminals, but life 
imprisonment achieves that end. So 
since capital punishment does not 
deter crime, is impossible to impose 
with equity, could never equivocate 
for the crime committed and is not 
necessary to protect society, why do 
we even have a death penalty? To 
avenge our outrage, that's why! 

But, even if we could do the impos- 
sible and equitably calibrate dastard - 
liness, convict only the guilty, and 
insure that all those similarly con- 
victed receive the same just desserts, 
we have not overcome the greatest 
obstacle at all. 

How does a Christian society jus- 
tify its official sanction of an-act of 
revenge? After all, it was not the 
Teacher of Righteousness that advo- 
cated nailing sinners to crosses; that 
was the exclusive purview of milita- 
ristic Rome. 

This is one Virginian who fervently 
wishes her Commonwealth would 
come back to its senses and return to 
conduct in accordance with the teach- 
ings of the former.

"Sell not virtue to purchase 
wealth." — English Proverb 

The desire to increase our^wealth 
is one of the strongest urges that 
many of us possess. Somehow, 
some of us seem to have an over- 
whelmingly strong instinctive feel- 
ing that accumulating wealth is the 
pathway to happiness. 

This basic belief is so common- 
place and so compelling that some 
people accept it as fact and don't 
even question it. As a result, the 
compulsion to accumulate wealth 
becomes the primary driving force 
in the lives of many people. But 
the notion that accumulating 
wealth is the way to achieve happi- 
ness is a myth. Nobody ever finds 
happiness through the accumula- 
tion of wealth alone. 

If we know wealthy people who 
are very happy, it is not because of 
their wealth that they are so happy. 
Likewise, poor people who are ex- 
tremely unhappy are not unhappy 
solely because they are poor. Ex- 
treme poverty can contribute to un- 
happiness. When we lack the re- 
sources to meet even our most 
basic needs it is hard to be happy. 

But once we rise above the basic 
poverty level where most of our 
basic needs are met, we are just as 
likely to be happy as those with 
enormous amounts of wealth. It is, 
perhaps, because of the fact that a 
small increase in wealth, when we 
are extremely poor, does contribute 
so much to increased happiness 
that so many of us conclude that 
the more wealth we have happier 
we will be. 

Because most of us want to be 
happy, we are often tempted to, pay 
a very high price for what we think 
will lead to happiness. And far too 
often, that price' is a compromise 
of our principles. In the words of 
the old English Proverb, we "sell 
virtue to purchase wealth." When 
we compromise our basic values 
and principles for any reason, we 
diminish our potential for happi- 
ness, and no amount of increased 
wealth can compensate for that. 

In order to be happy, we must be 
proud of who we arc and what we 
have done with our lives. At the 
end of life's journey, most of us 
want to be able to look back and 
say, "The world is a better place 
because I have lived." If we can't 
say that, we should at least be able 
to say, "The world is no worse off 
as a result of my journey through 
life." 

Selling virtue lo purchase wealth 
may be tempting at times. That is 
because we are focusing on the 
short term. But, if we have any 
conscience at all, we will almost 
always live to regret such actions. 
Think about it.

The city is executing the renova- 
tions and repair due to the condi- 
tion of the ceiling in Council 
Chambers. Over lime, the lock 
spline ceiling tiles have begun to 
sag and separate. "As needed, we 
have reattached individual tiles, but 
the entire ceiling is beginning to 
show signs of failure," said David

are needed. The project will include 
asbestos removal and installation 
of a new ceiling. Other renovations 
include new light fixtures, drapes, 
blinds, wall fabric and carpet, re- 
upholstered audience seating, and 
refinished wood case work.

$2 million awaits angler to 
catch biggest Blue Marlin 



Producers and hosts of ESPN 
Network's premier big game fish- 
ing program will spend a week in 
Virginia Beach in late June video- 
taping contestants participating in 
the largest salt water fishing tour- 
nament in Virginia history. 

The Virginia Beach Red, White 
and Blue Tournament, scheduled for 
June 28 through July 3 in the At- 
lantic Ocean off the coast of the re- 
sort city, will feature the largest 
potential cash prize in amateur 
sports history — $2 million to an- 
gler who reels in the biggest Blue 
Marlin over a thousand pounds. 

There will also be a $500,000 
prize for the largest State Record 
Yellowfin Tuna, Bigeye Tuna, 
Dolphin or Wahoo caught. 

In addition there could be up to 
$750,000 in other cash awards 
(based on extent of participation) 
distributed to contestants who will 
fish on their choice of three of the 
five days of the tournament. 

ESPN's bluewater fishing expert, 
Capt. Norm Isaacs, will bring at 
least five cameras and a host of per- 
sonnel to record the competition 
and showcase Virginia Beach and 
Hampton Roads. The network will 
also cover a ladies-only tournament 
(June 26-27) prior to the Virginia 
Beach Red, White and Blue, pro- 
ceeds from which will support the 
local Sertoma by the Bay Club and 



the Buff Foundation for breast can- 
cer awareness.

The WBS series 
consists of five international and 
17 regional tournaments in the 
United States. The Red, White and 
Blue will be in the Mid-Atlantic 
Division, joining three other* 



events, all in North Carolina: The 
Big Rock in Morehead City (June 
10-17), the Ducks Unlimited Band 
the Billfish in Morehead City 
(Aug. 3-5) and the Pirate's Cove in 
Manteo (Aug. 14-18). Participants 
in all WBS events accumulate 
points that can earn them a spot in 
the Grand Championship Tourna- 
ment in the fall. 

The Virginia Beach Red, While 
and Blue is expected to be a popu- 
lar attraction for serious sport fish- 
ermen, not only becauseof the po- 
tential prize money, but also due to 
the location. 

"The sites of many tournaments 
really don't lend themselves to any- 
thing but fishing," says Gooch. 
"Here in Virginia Beach, there is a 
busy resort beach, waterparks, 
shopping and other places to visit 
within an hour of the oceanfront.

Virginia Power volunteers 
buildnew outdoor classroom 



Just in time for warmer weath- 
er, students at Kingston Elemen- 
tary School now can get a little 
closer to nature when they study 
it. 

Volunteers from Virginia Pow- 
er's Virginia Beach office, East- 
ern Region headquarters, Chesa- 
peake office and Chesapeake En- 
ergy Center put the finishing 
touches on a new outdoor class- 
room at the school on King's 
Grant Road last Saturday. 

The effort was one of a number 
of school refurbishing projects 
undertaken by Virginia Power 
employee volunteers throughout 
the state each year.

said that the majority of juveniles 
the court unit sees have some in- 
volvement in drugs.

of water and take short showers." 

"We arc trying to prevent a Vir- 
ginia Beach lake from being devel- 
oped," said Bill Dampman of Citi- 
zens for Stumpy Lake. "Right 
now, a developer is trying to pur- 
chase Stumpy Lake, and we've 
been fighting for more than a year 
to prevent the sale. If wc can hold 
it off until July 1 , he won't be able 
to drain and develop it." 

"Our organization takes injured 
and orphaned wildlife," said Lisa 
Barlow of Wildlife Response Inc. 
"Wc rehabilitate them, and put 
them back out into the wild. Wc 
lake anything that's native to Vir- 
ginia — raccoons, foxes, birds, 
anything that walks, crawls or 
flics." 

"We're responsible for the entire 
state of Virginia and part of North 
Carolina," Dmilrius Klaus of the 
Virginia Beach Stranding Program, 
an organization that helps animals 
that have stranded themselves on 
land, such as turtles, seals and dol- 
phins. "We usually work with the 
Coast Guard to rescue, rehabilitate 
and release these animals." 

On the side of the enormous hill 
that is Mount Trashmore, the event 
held live music from several local 
bands. 

"Our band is called 'Slim,'" ex- 
plained Virginia Beach native C.J. 
Johnson. "Wc usually do things 
like funk jazz and a lot of improv." 
Up, down and across the hill, many 
gathered to hear the bands make 
music. Near the center of the hill 
was an enormous contract, which 
visitors signed to pledge to do 
whatever they could to help their 
environment. 

"Earth Day is a recognition of 
the fact that the Earth is our 
home," said Virginia Beach city 
councilwoman Nancy Parker, who 
made a commemorative speech 
early in the day. "It helps make 
people aware of the fact that the 
way they live their daily lives will 
affect how the Earth is going to be 
in the future, and that wc do have a 
responsibility for our children. 

"The trash has to be dealt with, 
the pollutants that come off of the 
streets have to be dealt with, the 
smog from cars has to be dealt 
with. These things don't magically 
go away; we are responsible for 
what we have to deal with."

Picking season started about 
three weekends ago, about a 
week earlier than last year. A 
cool spring has been very friendly 
to the berries, Baker said. 

Demand has been so great for 
the luscious berries that Baker 
has had to closer early and open 
late some days so the fruit can 
ripen. 

"We were closed at 2:30 
yesterday because we got picked 
so hard. We didn't open until 1 
p.m. today," she said Sunday. 

Out in the field, families toiled 
under the weekend sun filling 
quart baskets on wooden, wircd- 
handlcd flats. In many fields, like 
Brookdalc Farm's, the plants are 
grown on raised plastic beds. It 
offers some protection to the 
plants and makes picking easier. 
Cost is SI. 40 per quart. 

Cyndi Warren enlisted the aid 
of her 15Tyear-oldson, Dustin, to 
pick the berries. 

"We're going home and make 
strawberry shortcake," Cyndi 
said. 

She had hoped to avoid the 
mid-day sun and had arrived at 
7:30 that morning to pick. But the 
berries needed a few more hours 
to ripen. They faithfully returned 
a few hours later. 

"The berries look real good — 
better than the ones at the store," 
she said. 

Landstown Middle School 
students Shauna Belli and Sara 
Stalnaker, both 12, eagerly 
plucked the produce in the hoi 
sun. The two admitted they were 
eating as many as they picked. 

Any special gourmet plans for 
the berries? 

"Just to eat 'cm," Belli 
grinned. 

Not a bad idea, considering the 
good luck strawberries are 
believed to to bring. 

According to Pungo Strawberry 
Festival organizers, folklore 
dictates "Eat Strawberries, save 
marriage." 

In Native American Cherokee 
folklore, that's what happened 
when the first man and woman on 
Earth had their first quarrel.

Wrong! According to the 
Pungo Strawberry Festival, the 
strawberry is neither a berry nor. 
a fruit — the plant is actually a 
member of the rose family. 

No matter, they're one of the 
most important commercially- 
grown crops in this hemisphere, 
consumed in 94 percent of all 
households. 

And delicious, too. To get the 
best berry for your pickin' 
efforts, follow these tips from 
Pungo Strawberry Festival 
organizers and Anne Baker, 
owner of Brookdalc Farm: 

■ Strawberries ripen on the 
vine and should not be picked 



until they are bright red and 
ready to eat. Should you pick 
some that are still green, let 
them ripen on the kitchen 
counter. 

■ They should be fat and 
shiny and have their green 
crowns attached. 

■ Size makes no difference 
in the taste of the strawberry. 

■ Look for very fresh berries 
that have had little handling. 

■ Freezing strawberries 
whole works best. Lay them on 
cookie sheets and freeze, then 
transfer to freezer-safe bags. Do 
not wash before or after 
freezing; wait until ready to 
use.

From the federal government - 

■ School categorical grants, 
$941,593 and food service funds, 
$36,513. 

■ Fund balance, general fund, 
$433,000. 

Added to the budget were: 

■ Schools, administration, at- 
tendance and health, $245,016; 
pupil transportation $986,756; op- 
erations and maintenance, 
$483,585; food services fund, 
$36,513, and categorical grants 
fund, $1,001,594. A reduction of 
$1,939,478 was included for in- 
struction. 

Mental health: 

■ 11.24 positions funded 
through a state grant to provide 
assisted living services, 
$332,367. 

■ City treasurer - one accoun- 
tant position, $38,956. 

■ Public libraries, reallocation 
of funding within the fiscal year 
2000-2001 library budget to 
provide a one-time grant for 
$300,000 to the Boys and Girls 
Club for the construction of 5,000 
square feet of space to be used 
by the libraries for five years. The 
remaining funding will be provid- 
ed from funds within the fiscal 
year 1999-00 library budget. This 
will give residents in the Green 
Run area library services until a 
new library is built. Additional 
state funds to expand the library 
materials collection, $36,249. 

■ Museums - funding for an ed- 
ucational program at the Contem- 
porary Arts Center of Virginia 
$60,000. 

■ Police - 14 additional re- 
placement vehicles, $308,000.

■ Public works - residential 
street sweeping pilot program for 
streets with significant accumula- 
tions of debris, leaves, etc, to 
prevent material from entering 
the storm water system. This 
would program service on a per 
request basis beginning in Jan- 
uary 2001. An additional street 
sweeper will be purchased and 
one full-time motor equipment

■ Sewer and water utility - 
Shell Road West pump station 
replacement, $520,000 appropria- 
tion to dale. 

■ Storm water utility - estab- 
lish a new project for Lake James 
to construct a low flow bypass 
canal, $220,000 forihe second to 
sixth budget years. 

■ Economic and tourism devel- 
opment - additional state funding 
for the Marine Science Museum 
expansion study, $500,000 the 
first year. 

Lake James residents made a 
pica for the inclusion of $220,000 
in the capital budget for drainage. 
The approved amendments in- 
cluded this among which was 
previously listed among the un- 
funded projects. 

Residents said that the runoff 
from the surrounding areas and 
Mt. Trashmore are killing the 
lake. The community raised 
$5,000 on its own to hire a con- 
sultant and asked for the 
$220,000 for the design of a pro- 
ject. Being considered is the con- 
struction of a low flow bypass 
canal from the inflow and outflow 
canal systems at Lake James.

This month's election relumed two 
members to the City Council, Margaret 
Eurc and the unopposed Reba McClanan. 
Council newcomers Rosemary Wilson 
and Robert "Bob" Mandigo will take of- 
fice June I. 

Meyera Oberndorf will begin her 13th 
yeaV — her fourth term — as mayor of 
Virginia Beach. Oberndorf was sworn 
into office on July 1, 1988 as the first 
directly-elected mayor, and the first 
woman mayor in the city's history. She 
served on City Council from 1976 until

have been around for ages in one form or 
another. These tales somehow never be- 
come dusty or out of date because legends 
evolve from stories that are so well-loved 
that they are preserved and handed down 
from one generation to the next. Legends 
are tantalizing blends of fact and fiction 
that capture interest and fire the imagina- 
tion. After several hundred years, it be- 
comes virtually impossible to separate 
truth from fancy. Perhaps that distinction 
is what makes legends so enduring — 
and endearing. 

Virginia Beach has more than its fair 
share of captivating legends; paramount 
among them are those that are generally 
associated with Grace Sherwood, the 
much-celebrated Witch of Rungo, and 
Blackboard, the notorious pirate.

Report deadbeat drivers 

If you've ever seen a child riding unbuckled 
in a vehicle and felt helpless to protect them, 
next week there is something you can do. 

Starting Monday and continuing through 
Memorial Day. the National Safety Council is 
setting up a toll-free hotline for the public to 
identify vehicles with unbuckled children. 
The phone line will be in operation May 22- 
29 during Operation ABC Mobilization, the 
national law enforcement crackdown on 
deadbeat drivers — adults who disregard the 
law and fail to buckle up kids. 

According to the National Safety Council, 
this Citizen Action Response Hotline is a way 
citizens can get involved in protecting 
children from one of the leading risks they 
face — riding unrestrained in a vehicle. It's 
the law in every state that children bebuckled 
up. 

Consider the statistics: 

■ Seventy-eight percent of the public agrees 
that "people who fail to buckle up their child 
passengers should be guilty of child 
endangerment." 

■ Thirteen percent of people who regularly 
drive admit they don't always buckle up child 
passengers. 

■ Of those drivers who admit they don't 
always restrain kids, three out of four of them 
know it's against the law to permit a child to 
ride unbuckled and that traffic crashes are 
the number one reason for child death. 

■ Sixty-six percent of deadbeat drivers 
admitted that the probability of a ticket and 
fine was the best way to get them to buckle 
up kids. 

During the mobilization, officers in all 50 
states will intensify enforcement of child 
passenger safety laws through checkpoints, 
saturation patrols and increased patrols. 
Citizens can help by dialing 1-800-764-5755 
and identifying vehicles transporting an 
unbuckled child in violation of the law. 

In turn, the National Safety Council will send 
a letter to the vehicle owners reminding them 
that permitting a child to ride unbuckled is 
dangerous. The letter also states that because 
it's the law that children be buckled, if they 
are stopped by the police they could be 
ticketed and fined. Once letters are sent, no 
records are kept and there is no further 
follow-up. 

The hotline is patterned after similar 
existing programs in more than a dozen states 
and localities. In addition, there are 
numerous other state and local programs that 
enable citizens to report drunk, aggressive 
and unsafe drivers. 

According to the National Safety Council, in 
the last three years Operation ABC 
Mobilization has significantly contributed to 
an increase in child restraint use and a 
decline in child fatalities. 

But there is more work to do. One out of 
four children still rides unrestrained — 
meaning 15 million children are at deadly 
risk. Traffic crashes are the number one 
killer of children, and 60 percent who are 
killed in crashes are totally unrestrained. 
That doesn't have to happen. Because seat 
belts and child restraint systems are so 
effective, nearly half of those who die 
unbuckled in crashes would be alive today if 
the driver had made sure they were 
restrained. 

Doesn't your most precious cargo deserve to 
be safely buckled in? Remember that during 
Operation ABC Mobilization.

Few civil actions filed to compel 
compliance with a city charter reach 
the level of a travesty of justice. But, 
Chesapeake 
just had one 
that did. 
Dave Tho- 
mas, leader 
of Citizens 
for Southern 
Chesapeake, 
and Council- 
man Gene 
Waters sued 
the Republi- 
can Party and 
its candi- 
dates (not for 
money but 
for specific 
perfor- 
mance) to 
compel (hem to abide by the City 
Charter's non-partisan provision with 
regard to its municipal elections. 

The complaint arose from the fla- 
grant disregard of that requirement 
by Chesapeake's Republican Com- 
mittee, who not only openly endorses 
its candidates for municipal offices 
but also places the words "Vote Re- 
publican" on all their literature and 
campaign signs. Their actions di- 
rectly contradict the ruling of their 
own counterpart, the Virginia Beach 
Republican Committee, that has re- 
fused to even endorse its candidates 
unless their city charter is changed to 
allow- partisan participation in the 
elections. 

According to Councilman Waters 
(who was not running for office in the 
current election), this suit was only 
filed after every effort was made to 
allow the Republican Party to volun- 
tarily comply. State Sen. Randy 
Forbes, chairman of Virginia's Re- 
publican Party, allegedly even re- 
fused to return DaveThomas'sphone 
calls to discuss the matter two days 
before the scheduled hearing on May 
1. 

The case was heard in Chesapeake 
Circuit Court by Chief Judge V . Tho- 
mas Forehand. The Chesapeake Re- 
publican Party was represented by 



Sen. Forbes himself and an attorney 
from his law firm, Kaufman and 
Canoles. Dave Thomas and Council- 
man Waters appeared "pro se," that 
is, without counsel. 

The small number of citizens who 
even knew about this action figured 
that it was an open and shut case. 
Everywhere you looked in Chesa- 
peake were billboards and smaller 
signs listing the names of candidates 
followed by larger lettering of what 
was obviously the sign's predomi- 
nant message, "Vote Republican." 

Ah — but common sense often 
flies out the window when politics 
walks through the courtroom door. 
Not only was it not a slam-dunk for 
the citizen plaintiffs, but the Forbes 
Machine won. Judge Forehand's 
decision was that the city charter re- 
ferred to only the nominating pro- 
cess, not the election. 

Huh? What nominating process? 
Surely the judge didn't mean that the 
political parties (who are formed ex- 
clusively to support a partisan plat- 
form of governance) are capable of 
selecting their candidates on a non- 
partisan basis. But whom else could 
the judge be referring to? No organi- 
zation other than a political party 
nominates candidates for any elec- 
tive office. 

Perhaps the j udge was referring to 
the fact that after the non-partisan 
provision was added to Chesapeake' s 
Charter on July 1, 1985, Republican 
and Democratic candidates could no 
longer file their petitions of 125 sig- 
natures with their parties, but had to 
file directly with the Registrar's Of- 
fice like the independent candidates 
did. 

And, prior to the charter's amend- 
ment, the political parties' candidates 
were always listed by party first on 
the ballot followed by those who ran 
as independents. If the meaning of 
non-partisan in the city charter only 
meant the nominating process, then 
why did the city of Chesapeake re- 
move all party identification from 
their ballots (in Compliance with the 
governor's order that no party labels 
appear on the official ballots of non- 



partisan elections) following the 
change to the charter in 1985? 

But this confused state of affairs 
gets worse, much worse. No sooner 
did Judge Forehand finish slapping 
the wrist of the citizen plaintiffs for 
misinterpreting the language of the 
charter than the GOP sued them for 
money damages. That's right, Sena- 
tor Forbes filed a counter-suit on be- 
half of the Republican Party to re- 
cover of all things, his firm's legal 
fees to the tune of $1,530, plus $218 
in costs and punitive damages of $500. 

Why? Well, according to their 
complaint, the plaintiffs' motive for 
bringing the suit was merely to ha- 
rass the defendants and to seek pub- 
licity. In addition. Councilman 
Waters is accused of being motivated 
by revenge because the Chesapeake 
Republican Party had refused to nomi- 
nate him for City Council in previous 
elections. 

First of all, all citizens, especially a 
council member, ought to be well 
within their rights to bring to the 
public's attention any action they 
percei ve to be a violation of the Char- 
ter under which their community is 
governed. In fact, one could even 
argue that it is their civic duty. 

Secondly, it makes zero sense that 
Councilman Waters (who over- 
whelmingly won his council seat, not 
only without the endorsement of the 
GOP but by defeating several of their 
candidates, including two whom were 
incumbents) would have any reason 
to seek revenge. 

It is unbelievable that a civil action 
filed merely to enforce a provision in 
a city charter could have spiraled into 
such a travesty — but there is no 
question that the GOP's counter-suit 
has done so in spades. There is still 
, hope that Chesapeake'sCircuit Court 
could come to the rescue and dismiss 
this ridiculous counter-suit. 

Unfortunately, it is not just aver- 
age citizens but even powerful judges 
who have good reason to fear risking 
the ire of Senator Forbes, whose be- 
hind-the-scenes political power 
stretches far beyond the boundaries 
of Chesapeake.

Fishing is a multi-million dollar 
industry and has the largest impact 
on the state economy. It is estimated 
that in Virginia Beach alone, more 
than 300,000 fisherman a year expe- 
rience the 
challenge of 
trying to 
catch the "big 
one." 
Whether it be 
from the 
shore, the 
pier or a boat, 
casting a line 
into the wa- 
ter in hopes 
of catching a 
fish is a 
multi-faceted 
pastime for 
many visitors 
and locals 
alike. 

From- the 
earliest days, 
prior to the 
English settle- 
ment in the New World, small bands 
of nomadic hunters roamed the area 
and supplemented their diet of game, 
plants and berries with the fish caught 
from the Chesapeake Bay and its 
tributary waters. Today, fishermen, 
whether commercial, sport, fresh or 
salt water, not only supplement their 
regular diet with fish they catch, but 
some like to exhibit their well-fought 
trophies. 

Today, sport fishing, even more so 
than commercial fishing, is a profit- 
able and enjoyable undertaking. From 
the first of May to the middle of 
October, people pay to fish from head 
boats (so named because they are 
charged per person or per "head"), 
charter boats (usually six people to a 
boat), rental boats varying in size 
and , of course, privately-owned boats. 
It is even estimated that 30,000 people 
pay to watch whales or dolphins. 

In 1967, the first big boat sailed 
through Rudee Inlet and it is now the 
most used ocean inlet on the East 
Coast, annually plied by thousands 
of boats, many over 60 feet. Sport 
fishing people and boats coming 
through this inlet chase marlin, sail- 
fish, tuna, wahoo, dolphin, amber- 
jack and other grandiose gladiators 
out on the awesome Atlantic Ocean, 
while the head boats fish for blucfish, 
Spanish mackerel, speckled trout, 
spadefish, sea bass, croaker, spot, 
tautog and sheepshead. 

Marinas at Rudee Inlet include the 
Virginia Beach Fishing Center, the 
Rudee Inlet Station Marina and 
Fisherman's Wharf Charters. 

Lynnhaven Inlet, just a few miles 
inside the Chesapeake Bay entrance, 
harbors one of the best populations of

speckled trout on the coast. Lyn- 
nhaven Seafood Marina, Bubba's 
Marina and Long Bay Point Marina 
offers head boat and charter boat fish- 
ing. 

The fishing season begins in late 
March, sometimes in February when 
hordes of common or"Boston" mack- 
erel show up 10 to IS miles off the 
resort strip. 

Late April finds big blucfish in this 
same area. Not long afterwards, yel- 
lowfin tuna swim along the edge of 
the Continental Shelf with tautog and 
sea bass biting over coastal wrecks. 

The off-shore, big-game season 
starts in earnest in late June when bill 
fish begin to prowl the shelf between 
the Cigar and Norfolk Canyons. Dol- 
phin are also around with both sea- 
sons running into October but peak- 
ing in August and September. 

Bluefin tuna are usually 20 to 50 
miles off shore in June with a sea- 
sonal peak in July. This is also when 
fishing peaks in these same areas for 
giant sharks. 

Amberjack show around coastal 
wrecks and towers in June, lingering 
until early October. In August and 
September, splendid numbers of co- 
bia can be found around coastal buoys, 
including the string of "CB" buoys 
leading into the Chesapeake Bay. 

King mackerel appears in near- 
shore waters in mid-summer, linger- 
ing through September. Small gray 
trout, get the inshore season started in 
May. By the end of June, boats sail- 
ing from Lynnhaven Inlet begin tar- 
geting small spot and croaker. Some 
of the better hauls are made along the 
bridge tunnel. 

Croaker numbers begin to thin with 
the first cool northeast blow of late 
August or early September. Spot 
reach a peak at this time, when the 
season's biggest fish called "yellow- 
bellies" are caught. Speckled trout 
catches in Lynnhaven and Rudee in- 
crease in September and October and 
can peak in early November. Also an 
upswing in tautog and sea bass action 
over coastal wrecks happens at this 
season.

Up close and personal 
Jennifer Jordan: food for the, brain

Jennifer Jordan has a saying that dieters 
would well be advised to heed: "A loan 
consolidation to a budget is like a diet pill 
to weight. If you don't know how you got 
there and change your course, you will be 
right back where you started." , 

Jordan is in the business of seeing that 
others know what they're eating — hopeful- 
ly the right things — and the impact on 
their bodies. 

Her efforts recently garnered Jordan the 
state's Dietetic Technician of the Year 
honor. The award was presented at the annu- 
al conference of the Virginia Dietetic Asso- 
ciation. 

Jordan's passion for nutrition led the Vir- 
ginia Beach resident back to college sever- 
al years ago after a devastating car accident 
which left her in a coma and facing exten- 
sive rehabilitation. She graduated from the 
dietetics program at Tidewater Community 
College in 1997. Today, she's working on a 
bachelor's degree in health sciences from 
Old Dominion University. 

"1 had always wanted to be a registered 
dietitian and had heard about the program at 
TCC. As I got more into it, education 
played a bigger role. I decided I needed to 
have a degree that would transfer to a local 
university as well as anywhere on the East 
Coast," she said. "Getting my associates 's 
ar'TCC gave me that opportunity." 

Jordan is an unabashed advocate of 
healthy eating and exercise. 

"We all have to eat, and we all have to 
move in some way, shape or form," she ex- 
plained. "But if you make it fun, then peo- 
ple are more apt to do it. I want it to be a 
lifestyle change — not something they have 
to do. It's about choices. If people learning 
how to makes choices comes naturally, then 
I feel I've succeeded as an educator." 

Jordan knows getting others to change 
years of poor eating and lack of exercise is 
a challenge. First, however, she listens to 
what they have to say. 

"I listen, then I talk and help change," 
she said. 

Jordan said there is no common solution 
to fit everyone — no "one size fits all" in 
the world of nutrition and exercise. Individu- 
als must tailor what is best for them. 

"Not everyone is a vegetarian, for exam- 
ple," she said. "I have to incorporate things 
with how people already eat. That's wliy I 
like the herbs and spices that can add some- 
thing new and exciting." 

Another simple rule of thumb she says 
most people can follow: Put down the re- 
mote control and get up to change the chan- 
nel. 

"And limit yourself as to how often the 
television is on," she added. 

As a nutrition educator, Jordan often poses 
a question to students which leaves them 
puzzled — what's the first thing one should 
look at on a food label in the supermarket. 

Nutrition? Calories? Fat content? Salt 
grams? 

Wrong! 

"It's the serving size," she smiled, noting 
most people don't know proper portions. 
"How much meal, for example, do you 
think you need in a day?" 

The answer: two three-ounce servings — 
just six ounces of meat per day. Consider 
that the next time you're sitting down to 
that 16-ounce ribeye steak for dinner. 

"And what else are you putting with 
that?" she wondered. "Potatoes are great, 
but not the butter or sour cream. Actually, 
salsa is very good on a potato. It's not a big 
change, but it makes such a difference later 
on." 

Another startling revelation. According to 
Jordan, only 9 percent of Americans get the 
recommended five fruits and vegetables per 
day. 

"And we wonder why we spend so much 
on health care in ihe United States for mas- 
sive heart attacks and strokes?" she said. 

Jordan believes proper nutrition is the best 
— and easiest — preventive measure. 

"A lot of health problems are genetic, but 
if we can start training and educating at an 
earlier age, so people are aware of what 
they're doing to their bodies, that would be 
the ideal," she said. , 

She believes the key is teaching children 
proper nutrition at a very early age and 
making it fun. 

"It's about a different way of eating," she 
noted. 

Being state Dietetic Technician of the 
Year will help get her message out even 
more. She will be recognized along with 
other state winners in the September issue 
of the American Dietetic Association's 
(VDA) national publication. 

She is also the incoming dietetic techni- 
cian representative on the VDA state board 
of directors. Jordan's work also earned her 
the VDA's Public Policy Award in 1999 for 
lobbying to promote medical nutrition thera- 
py to federal legislators. 

During presentation of that award, it was 
said of Jordan that she "has accomplished 
more in her short time as a diet tech than 
many will do in their entire careers."

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Top teacher's passion is classroom

A banner in Marilyn Jernigan's 
third-grade classroom at 
Christopher Farms Elementary 
School proclaims "We are the 
world's best class!" 

While that not quite official, 
one thing is for sure: Jernigan is 
Virginia Beach's best teacher. 

A career educator, Jernigan 
was named Virginia Beach 
Teacher of the Year during a 
surprise visit by Superintendent 
Dr. Timothy Jenney. 

The announcement may have 
come as a shock to Jernigan, but 
it's not surprising the selection 
committee chose her as "best of 
the best" from a pool of 84 
nominees — one for each school 
in the city. 

Jernigan has known since she 
was a young girl what path her 
life would take. 

"I think it was third grade when 
I made this decision, and I never 
changed my mind. Even though 
all the Career Days came and 
went, nothing else was an 
option," said Jernigan, who has 
taught at Christopher Farms since 
its opening three years ago. 

The first of her family's 
daughters to attend college, 
Jernigan remembers her father 
sending newspaper clippings to 
her dorm relating the plight of 
jobless teachers. 

"But since I've gotten my 
degree, he's been my greatest 
supporter," said Jernigan, who 
earned a bachelor's degree in 
education from Virginia Tech and 
a master's from the College of 
William and Mary. 

A native of Springfield, she 
immediately went to work for the 
Virginia Beach public school 
system — 23 years ago — and 
has been there since. 

"Someone told me, "Go to 
Virginia Beach because they 
have a transient community,'" 
she recalled. Hoping jobs would 
be plentiful, she applied and was 
immediately hired. 

"Back then it was the late '7Qs. 
Working in Northern Virginia 
wasn't even a. remote 
possibility," she said. 

Jernigan settled in quickly and 
grew to love her adopted 
hometown. She has taught at 
Norfolk Landing, Salem, 
Stawbridgc and Princess Anne 
Elementary schools. 

She likes working with 
elementary-aged children best 
and found her niche with third 
graders. 

"Multiplication is a biggie in 
this grade. They also start to 
write in cursive. They are eager 
to learn all of that," she said.

Jernigan, a resident of 
Chesapeake, is equally eager to 
challenge them. 

According to Selection 
Committee chairperson Margaret 
Buxton, that is one of the 
qualities which made her stand 
out. She also noted Jernigan's 
"high degree of creativity in 
enhancing the academic program 
for all the children with whom 
she works." 

"I want every child to walk 
through the door wanting to be 
here," Jernigan explained, "and I 
want them to leave with a big 
smile on their face ready to come 
back the next day. Because of 
that, they're going to learn 
something." 

To enhance learning, Jernigan 
"tries to make it fun" through 
games, especially in math. 

"Math is my background and 
expertise. Hopefully it emanates 
from this room that there's math 
going on in here. We team teach, 
so 1 teach math twice a day — 
once in my classroom and once 
across the hall. Other teachers 



will call on me if they have a 
certain question about math or a 
way to teach it. 

"I try to teach math so it's 
problem-solving based and hands- 
on with manipulativcs. One of my 
goals is that no one knows or 
thinks that they're wrong. There 
really is no wrong answer — t 
may be how you're going about it 
that needs tweaking," she said. 

Jernigan isn't sure what 
convinced the Selection 
Committee to pick her for 
Teacher of the Year, but feels 
they may have noted her unique 
way of questioning and working 
with the children. 

"I encourage them to strike out 
on their own and find what works 
for them. I think that helps them 

— they'll leave knowing a lot 
more than they did when they 
came in September." 

Jernigan believes a good 
teacher possesses three qualities 

— love of children, patience and 
willingness to go out of one's 
way to help each child. 

She hopes her influence has 



rubbed off on each of the 20 
youngsters in her class. 

One thing is for certain, they 
are proud of their teacher. 

"They're incredibly happy," 
Jernigan smiled. 

She admits it was a chaotic 
moment when Jenney showed up 
to award her to the honor. 

"Five children wanted to go the 
bathroom, there were kids here 
and there. Then Dr. Jenney 
walked in and there were all 
these cameras. I can honestly say 
nothing has shocked me more." 

Jernigan still can't get over it. 

"I know I'm a good teacher, but 
the best at the Beach? This 
building alone is filled with 
wonderful teachers. Just to be 
honored for the school is enough. 
I believe anyone from this school 
could step into the role of 
Teacher of the Year and play it 
as well." 

Jernigan says the honor is a 
heady experience, but she will 
carry on as usual. 

"I just want to be here for the 
children," she said. 

She is a little nervous about 
one responsibility the title brings 
— making speeches. 

"My greatest fear is giving a 
speech to a large group of adults. 
I'm used to talking to children!" 
she mused. 

A mother of two boys, 
Jernigan's other honors include 
the Presidential Award for 
Excellence in Mathematics and 
Science Teaching (slate level) 
and William C. Lowry 
Outstanding Mathematics 
Teacher of the Year. 

In 1989, Jernigan was named 
North Landing Elcmentary's 
Teacher of the Year. In 1992, she 
also earned that title at 
Strawbridge Elementary. 

Jernigan has served in several 
leadership roles and was a 
clinical faculty member of the 
Virginia Collaborative for 
Excellence in the Preparation of 
Teachers at Norfolk State 
University.

make a public vow of purity, they 
are more likely to keep that vow," 
she explained. 

Hocker wears a promise ring to 
remind herself of the vow and 
encourages others to do the same. 
By remaining abstinent, she 
added, many teen pressures are 
avoided: pregnancy, sexually- 
transmitted diseases, HIV and 
bad reputations.

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Incumbents, newcomers' goals 
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indicates that he wanted to make a 
difference in the community where 
he has lived most of his life, since, 
he notes, city government touches 
people's lives directly in more 
ways than the state and federal gov- 
ernments do. 

"I felt I could do a better job than 
the occupant (Don Weeks) of the 
Kempsville seat," said Mandigo. 

He noted that it is his desire to 
restore the public's faith in elected 
representatives. 

"I intend to make the best deci- 
sions I can make for city, to help 
us move forward with quality jobs 
for our residents, and to ensure in- 
tegrity of physical environment." 

Mandigo brings with him experi- 
ence he believes will be valuable to 
residents. 

"I bring 24 years of evaluating 
and assessing various federal bud- 
gets and programs, and the tech- 
niques that go with that. These are 
tools that will be very useful in 
monitoring city governmenuo en- 
sure that taxpayers are getting their 
money's worth," explained 
Mandigo. "The other thing is that I 
think I have an ability to listen to 
others and to express my thoughts 
when there might not be 100 per- 
cent agreement with me." 

Mandigo is taking a realistic ap- 
proach to his new position. He 
slates that rather than jumping in 
with both feet, he is going to take 
some time to learn how things 
work with the Council, and to so- 
licit feedback from residents. 

"I have been invited to City 
Council events before I take office. 
I'm going to attend all of them if I 
can. There is a large learning curve, 
so I want to see how things are 
done before I take office. I feel like 
that's the best way to prepare," 
Mandigo explained. 

Like his colleagues, he indicated 
that he is looking forward to work- 
ing with City Council. 

"I feel that everyone on council 
has been very friendly. 1 am confi- 
dent that we can work together." 

On the campaign trail, Mandigo 
learned that Virginia Beach has 
many very involved citizens who 
care very much about their city. 

"I learned that they want to be 
heard," Mandigo said. "I'm going 
back through his campaign notes 
to identify problems and issues that 
voters told me about during the 
campaign to find ways to deal with 
them to the extent I can to find the 
appropriate solutions." 

The solution he sees immediately 
is being accessible to his con- 
stituents. "I'll be accessible by 
telephone or fax so folks can con- 
tact me about ideas and concerns I 
will be very involved." 



Rosemary Wilson is a 
newcomer to City Council, but not 
to Virginia Beach politics. She has 
served on the School Board, where 
she chaired the fiscal review com- 
mittee. She and her husband, Tom, 
have raised two daughters and are 
raising their niece. 

Someone who loves challenges, 
Wilson was an elementary school 
teacher. She also worked with 
Saudi Arabian women, teaching 
them English. She was in the cof- 
fee business for several years and is 
a realtor. 

Wilson described her move from 
the School Board to City Council. 

"I worked very hard and felt like I 
had done a really good job on the 
School Board," Wilson said. "I 
reached the goals I had for the 
School Board and knew it was time 
for me to do something different. I 
thought City Council would be 
something I could do well with." 

Of Wilson's accomplishments 
during her service on the School 
Board, she is most proud of the 
substance abuse prevention pro- 
gram. 

The program received the Vir- 
ginia Municipal League's 1999 
Achievement Award for being most 
innovative and cost-effective pro- 
gram. The program gives second 
chances to students caught with al- 
cohol or drugs, or who realize, 
themselves that they have a sub- 
stance abuse problem and turn 
themselves in for help. 

This program has had a 95 per- 
cent success rate. Prior to this pro- 
gram, the schools were putting 
such students in programs costing 
$400,000 each year, and it only had 
125 slots. More than 200 students 
have gone through the substance 
abuse prevention program each 
year, and it only costs approxi- 
mately S80.000 per year. 

Wilson noted that she has a heart 
for at-risk children. She worked 
w'ith as suspension intervention 
programs, anti-tobacco programs 
and school bus disciplinary actions 
which helped cut down school dis- 
cipline problems by two thirds, in 
addition to her many other duties as 
a school board member. 

She has great hopes for City 
Council as well. 

"First of all, I believe we live in 
a great city," she said. "It's clean, 
there's a very low crime rate, our 
taxes in relative terms are fairly 
low, considering what we get in re- 
turn and the quality of life wc have 
here." 

Some changes that Wilson would 
like to sec arc better communica- 
tion between the citizens and the 
city government. 
"I really believe in strong input 

from the public and interaction 

with the public. I'd like to see bet- 
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ter communications between the 
public and the governing body," 
Wilson reflects. "I campaigned also 
on education and economic devel- 
opment, because you can't have 
one without the other." 

She believes the tax burdens on 
homeowners is too great. Her d> 
sire is to work with her fellow 
council members and the mayor on 
projects like the advanced technolo- 
gy center that will make the City 
more attractive to potential busi- 
nesses. 

One of Wilson's goals is to de- 
velop a citizens' panel to evaluate 
public/private partnerships. This 
panel would look at all the current 
partnerships and do an annual re- 
port card on how they're doing. She 
notes that these partnerships give 
cities advantages as they compete 
nationally to attract corporations 

Margaret Eure has served 
residents of the Centerville District 
for the past two years. She is look- 
ing forward to serving her first 
four-year term. 

Eure has been a lifelong Tidewa- 
ter resident. She and her husband, 
Jay, a retired business owner, have 
two sons. 

She is excited about working 
with the new City Council. She 
said that she has a very good work- 
ing relationship with the mayor, as 
evidence, she cites the fact that the 
mayor has appointed her to nine ad- 
visory boards in the 1 1 years Eure 
has been involved with the city. 

One of the main goals Eure has 
for her the upcoming four years is 
preserving green areas. 

"We are hoping to have private 
owners sell or even donate open 
land, especially in the northern part 
of the city, for preservation purpos- 
es, parks and green areas." 

Eure is also interested in bring- 
ing residents into the public debate. 
She notes that she is slightly dis- 
courages by the low voter turnout 
in the last election, and minimal 
citizen participation in City Coun- 
cil meetings, which are open to the 
public. She hopes that programs 
such as "e-government" will in- 
volve citizens to a greater degree. 

Reba McClanan enjoyed 

a peaceful campaign season as the 
unopposed candidate for the Rose 
Hall City Council District seat. 
She has served on City Council for 
16 years cumulatively. There was'a 
four-year gap in her service around 
the time she ran for mayor in 
1980, but since that time, she has 
continued to serve. 

McClanan and her husband, 
Glen, a Virginia Beach attorney, 
have three children. She has lived 
in Virginia Beach for 38 years. 

She is looking forward to a pro- 
ductive sixth term, and is excited 
about the new dynamics of this 
council. 

"I don't anticipate any problems. 
This should be exciting we have 
two new people, and new people 
add interesting dimension, whether 
you agree or disagree.it causes you 
to re-think your own thinking." 

McClanan echoes Eure's interest 
in improving quality of life 
through preservation. 

"I would like to see us zero in on 
improving our ordinances, specifi- 
cally how we operate concerning 
the infilled properties available for 
development, so we don't affect the 
property around it in a negative 
way," said McClanan. "I would 
like to see the city use the land we 
still have for development in a pos- 
itive manner, looking at the quality 
of life as well as tax return. 

Public input is a high priority 
for McClanan, just as it is for her 
colleagues. 

"Keeping the public involved in 
decision-making as you get bigger 
it gets harder," McClanan explains. 
"At times you get officials who 
don't want to be bothered with 
public. We can't have that. We 
want make sure that not only do 
we listen, but that our staff listens 
to the citizens as well." 

McClanan advocates periodic 
monitoring of development plans 
in order to ensure they are serving 
the purpose for which they were 
created. 

"I think you need to reassess 
where you are in your planning pe- 
riodically to account for gradual 
shifts. We must keep an eye on 
what its residents feel is most im- 
portant." 

McClanan's also indicate a con- 
cern about the lack of diversity on 
many City bodies. 

"Too many boards and commis- 
sions are made up of too many 
while males," said McClanan. "We 
need to have more diversified 
boards and commissions." 

McClanan clarified that this is 
simply a matter of fairness in to- 
day's society. She does believe that 
this city leadership, with a woman 
mayor and a female majority on 
City Council is exciting.

Legends live on at Beach 
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ry has been an integral part of the 
Legends evening since its inception 
and seemed as comfortable at the 
Land House as Blackbeard would 
have been aboard Queen Anne's Re- 
venge. 

"The history of Virginia Beach is 
a very colorful, interesting history, 
including the pirates, the witch, the 
Indians and ail sorts of fascinating 
things that were a part of early 
America," Cherry said. "Legends of 
the Beach gives the local people — 
whether they're natives, here with 
the military, passing through, or 
just visiting — information about 
some of the specifics of Virginia 
Beach history." 

"I think the word 'legends' sum- 
marizes why this program has been 
so successful," said Cherry. "We 
all like to think about and believe 
in things that are beyond what we 
consider part of our everyday, ordi- 
nary world. 

"Very little history is known 
about Blackbeard. Most of the his- 
tory that we get about Blackbeard 
comes from a few ships' logs and 
legends, stories that have been 
passed along," Cherry noted. 

"Legends is a great name to in- 
cite interest and excitement among 
the people." 

The only physical description of 
Blackbeard that is known to exist 
came from a court deposition given 
in 1717 by Henry Bostock, a man 
held as a prisoner by the notorious 
pirate. Bostock described Black- 
beard as a "tall, spare man" with a 
"very black beard which he wore 
very long." 

"That's all the description that we 
have of Blackbeard. Anything else 
is based upon those legends, sto- 
ries, and lore that we were talking 
about," Cherry emphasized. 

"AH the pictures that we have 
come from men's imaginations. No 
one that ever saw Blackbeard de- 
scribed him or drew him or painted 
him — with the exception of 
Henry Bostock." 

Nonetheless, Cherry has been 
pleased to hear his local admirers 
say that he looks "just like Black- 
beard." 

"Well, we don't know what 
Blackbeard looked like, but the fact 
that I have been able to develop a 
character that they think looks like 
Blackbeard makes me feel good," 
Cherry smiled with obvious satis- 
faction. 

Cherry believes that Blackbeard's 
eminence as the embodiment of 
evil, the very Devil himself, was 
largely a concept generated by the 
pirate himself — part of what 
Cherry calls Blackbeard's "master 
plan." 

"Generally, when we think of pi- 
rates, Blackbeard is one of the first 
that we think about, and that's be- 
cause of the image that Blackbeard 
created," said Cherry. Image was 
everything and Blackbeard was his 
own public relations director. 
Tying ribbons in his beard and 
lighting slow matches under his 
hat were simply props intended to 
enhance his look of ferocity before 
battle. These purposeful con- 
trivances, combined with a malig- 
nant gaze, caused his vicums to ac- 
cept — usually without question 
— that he had a working relation- 
ship with the Devil. 

In spile of Blackbeard's blood- 
thirsty, ruthless image as a pirate 
captaih, it has never been docu- 
mented (other man during the Bai- 
lie of Ocracoke Inlet when he was 
fighting for his life) that this leg- 
endary pirate look a human life. 
"Historically, Blackbeard never 
killed anyone," Cherry contended. 

Starr Donlon assumed the 
persona of Mistress Elizabeth Bur- 
well of Gloucester, a friend of the 
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NATIVE settlement SITE. Joy Elliassen, Land House educator, 
describes the excavation of an ancient Chesapeoc Indian settlement 
off Great Neck Road.

"So many times when people 
think of coming to Virginia Beach, 
they think about the beaches and 
the Marine Science Museum — 
and then they go up to Williams- 
burg to have a day of history," said 
Donlon. "They often forget that 
there is a great deal of history here. 
In fact, this started earlier than 
Williamsburg. 

"Really, what we're looking at 
here is very early history at its 
best. We have some wonderful his- 
toric sites. We have wonderful in- 
terpreters willing to tell people just 
what it was like to live back then," 
Donlon remarked. "So it's a very 
good place to be and certainly, I 
think, the first stop if a person 
wants to really grasp the full scope 
of the historic trail." 

Irene Halle began her interpreta- 
tion of Grace Sherwood, the fa- 
mous Witch of Pungo, many years 
ago at the Adam Thoroughgood 
House. In recent years, she has por- 
trayed the indomitable witch for the 
Legends affair at the Land House. 

"It's wonderful to be able to take 
part in this. The children are excit- 
ed about this sort of thing, and it's 
just a thrill," said Halle. 

She credited relatively new tech- 
niques in depicting history, such as 
living history interpretation, for 
the recent increase in interest that 
the public has in things historic in 
general and in the fascination for 
her rjersonaTnTwrticular. 

"Weil, the odd little stories about 
Grace Sherwood are certainly fun 
— the things that she was sup- 
posed to have done," said Halle. 
"How far back in history do you 
have to go to find a lime when 
people were noi interested in some- 
thing thai was supernatural or 
strange — magic, ghosts, all that 
sort of thing?" 

Halle characterized the quality of 
the historic interpretation at the 
Land House as "wonderful." She 
also credited Vicki Harvey for orga- 
nizing the Legends program and 
gathering the right people to inter- 



pret the personas. 

As in years past, hundreds of 
local residents enjoyed participating 
in the annual Legends of the Beach 
event at the Land House. 

Among the local folks who par- 
ticipated in the program were Rose 
Reason and Dawn Brown. 

"I think it's great. I've had a good 
time so far," said Reason. 

"We've seen Blackbeard and the 
Witch of Pungo," she noted. "I've 
just had a great time, and we've 
haven't even gotten in the house 
yet." 

Dawn Brown also seemed pleased 
with the experience that the pro- 
gram provided. "I like it. I brought 
my three kids here today, and 
they're very interested in the histo- 
ry in the area," said Brown. "It's 
just kind of neat to see what went 
on around here a long time ago, 
and the kids can learn about the 
history in this immediate area." 

Jerry Mazanowski, a first-time 
participant in the annual program, 
commented, "It's pretty neat. I've 
got three little kids and they're en- 
joying it. Every exhibit has been 
interesting; some are more interest- 
ing than others." 

Mazanowski particularly enjoyed 
Blackbeard's performance. 

"He's doing a good job over 
there, acting out the part," he re- 
marked. 

Lucia Forte was particularly en- 
thusiastic about the Legends cele- 
bration. "I thought it was wonder- 
ful — very informative," said 
Forte. "It was geared toward the 
children, but it was very informa- 
tive for all ages," she noted. "And I 
thought that they were very flexi- 
ble and answered a lot of questions, 
especially for the children but also 
for the adults." 

"They covered everything from 
historical fact to fiction. They were 
very authentic in their dress and 
style, even in their speech," Forte 
remarked. 

Fone particularly seemed to rel- 
ish the encounter she and her son 
Tony had with the Witch of 
Pungo. 
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"I have a real problem with 
being honest.. J can' t not be! I 
was raised in a very connected 
community, where everyone 
was approachable and friendly. 
Everyone was honest — so I 
have a difficult time with things 
that aren't real. That's just the 
way I was raised, and it's who I 
am." 

When it came time to record 
"I'm Alright," Jo Dee Messina's 
already gold sophomore album, 
she had a lot of ground to cover. 
With her breakthrough "Heads 
Carolina, Tails California" and 
follow-up Top 5 smash "We're 
Not In Kansas Anymore,'' the 
copper-haired firebrand soared 
into the role of next superstar. 
But the dissolution of her man- 
agement company and other cir- 
cumstances conspired to under- 
mine the ground she'd gained and 
Messina eventually found herself 
teetering on the brink of 
bankruptcy. 

"It's all life — and you can't 
take anything for granted," 
Messina says philosophically. 
"All you can do is keep working, 
keep believing and be grateful 
that you can use those trials to 
put back into the music." 

Working closely with her good 
friends and co-producers Byron 
Gallimore and Tim McGraw, 
Messina spent nearly two years 
seeking out songs that reflected 
her will to live and thrive, to be 
true to oneself— and the faith 
and commitment required to see 
one's dreams through. 

"These songs are very survival- 
oriented," says the two-time 
Country Music Award nominee, 
addressing the 10 songs on "I'm 
Alright." 

"As I sing 'em and as people 
hear 'em, it's a strength thing 
that you hear in my music. 
When I hear these songs, they 
actually change my mood — 
when I'm down, I listen to 'I'm 
Alright' and the energy just lifts 
me up, the lyric carries me 
along. 

"To me, the songs have to say 
something I can relate to or 
would actually say. I have to be 
able to represent it and I have to 
be able to feel it. Otherwise, 
I'm not doing myself or the song 



any justice." 

^Messina knows what she 
speaks of. Her energy, passion 
and joy for living infuse songs 
she sings with a power and an 
infectiousness that's undeniable. 
When people hear her full- 
throttle commitment to the 
music she makes, they can't help 
but respond. 

As a result she's spent over 10 
percent of the past year sitting at 
number one on the charts with 
"I'm Alright" first singles: two 
weeks with "Bye, Bye," then 
three weeks with "I'm Alright." 

And those two chart-toppers 
are merely the surface of an 
album that's both complex and 
comforting. 

Whether it's the resigned 
heartbreak-into-action-into- 
healing of Messina's own "No 
Time For Tears," a freewheeling 
on Grammy-winner Marc Conn's 
paean to automotive nirvana 
"Silver Thunderbird," or the 
hushed real life commentary of 
"Even God Must Get the Blues," 
Messina weaves the conversa- 
tional intimacy normally k- 
served for old friends. 

"Hey. I like people," she 
laughs. "My character is to 
give. It's not about being a suc- 
cess in the music business, it's 
about doing for others and giving 
of one's self. When I'm out 
there and people say my songs 
touch them, help them, maybe 
change their life, that's why I do 
it! It gives the music a purpose 
and me a reason for doing this. - 
"My mom's the same way. 
So you could say I get it from 
her." 

When she graduated from high 
school, Nashville was a foregone 
conclusion. 

Messina struck out for Music 
City, knowing no one and deter- 
mined to make her mark on 
country music. Like so many 
hopeful, initial success was elu- 
sive, so Messina took to looking 
for breaks and picking up money 
singing in the various talent con- 
tests that draw the aspiring and 
the delusional. 

"I was hanging out at the Pink 
Elephant, where they had these

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The Barkays: the 
legend continues 



Fire, smoke, vibrant costum- 
ing, and even a live, 12-foot 
Python snake are all just part of 
what's in store for audiences 
these days at a typical stage per- 
formance by The Barkays. 

Spontaneity and excitement 
have been a trademark of the 
group ever since their inception 
in the late '60s and today's 
Barkays have boosted their high- 
energy act into an even higher 
gear for the new millennium 
crowd — an energy that's sure to 
be equally present on their up- 
coming new CD. 

While the musical tastes of the 
fans have evolved many times 
since the band's origination, The 
Barkays have proven no strangers 
to evolution. 

Beginning ad a house band 
with Stax Records in Memphis 
in 1966, their potent, dynamic 
sound would carry them to a 
chart-topping perch the very next 
year with their first smash sin- 
gle, "Soul Finger." 

It was that dynamism that 
landed them the spot as the back- 
up group for the legendary "soul" 
singer Otis Redding on his final 
worldwide tour. That tour, how- 
ever, was to have a disastrous fi- 
nale, as Redding and four mem- 
bers of the band would parish in 
a tragic plane accident. 

The young surviving mem- 
bers, James Alexander and Ben 
Cauley, then reformed the band, 
with the help of Allen Jones 
who became their producer and 
manager. In the rebuilding pro- 
cess, there would be no dimin- 
ishing of the standards of profes- 
sionalism and showmanship. 

Among those recruited would 
be Larry Dodson, who would 
evolve into not only another pil- 



lar of the band (as well as lead 
singer), but the corner stone of 
their future. 

Soon the new Barkays were the 
premiere house band for Stax 
Records. 

Throughout the '70s, they 
would be backing up some of the 
most distipguishcd names in 
R&B music. 

However, The Barkays ran a 
string of their own hits pioneer- 
ing a trail in the "funk" music 
genre, including, "Shake Your 
Rump to the Funk," "Attitude," 
"Move Your Boogie Body," 
"Sex-O-Matic," "Anticipation," 
"Holy Ghost," "Freakshow On 
The Dance Floor," "Hit and 
Run," "She Talks to Me With 
Her Body," "Too Hot to Slop" 
and many other hit singles. 

In the late '80s after more lhan 
20 years of the grueling de- 
mands, James Alexander left The 
Barkays. Shortly thereafter, an- 
other mainstay producer/man- 
ager, Allen Jones, passed away. 
The Barkays decided to take a 
hiatus. 

It was in 1991 that Alexander 
and Dodson, along with Harvey 
Henderson and Winston Stewart, 
would "evolve" the group once 
again. They went to great 
lengths to insure that it retained 
the freshness and vitality of the 
original Barkays while adapting 
the flair and persona of the '90s 

Soon they were back in the 
studio for another album — "48 
Hours" on Basix Music. They 
broke new ground with the sin- 
gle, "The Slide," which was 
widely accepted by enthusiastic 
dance fans and resulted in strong

Paul Rodgers of Bad 
Company will 'cut 
loose 1 for Jubilee-goers 



As one of rock 'n roll's most 
distinctive vocalists, Paul 
Rodgers first came to promi- 
nence in 1968 as a member of 
the seminal blues group Free. A 
youthful Rodgers struggled to es- 
tablish a foothold within Lon- 
don's highly competitive music 
scene. 

He was ready to return home 
before an act of fate reversed his 
fortunes. 

"I came down from Middles- 
borough, the industrial heartland 
of the North East of England, 
with a band called the Roadrun- 
ners," remembers Rodgers. 

"We changed our name to the 
Wild Flowers. We had come to 
London to hit the big time and 
promptly starved! We were on 
the road to a gig that was going 
to pay 30 quid — which was re- 
ally big money for us — but we 
had forgotten to put oil in the 
engine and it seized up on the 
way. That was the final straw. 
Everybody got out of the van and 
starting hitching home. 

"I was actually on my way 
home with them, but I suddenly 
thought, 'You know, I don't 
want to go back home.' So I 
walked across the road and started 
hitching back the other way. 
That was the 'crossroads' for my 
career." 

Determined to establish him- 
self, Rodgers relumed to London 
and formed the blues band Brown 
Sugar. Soon after the group 
began, his dynamic voice was 
recognized by guitarist Paul Kos- 
soff. Kossoff jammed with 
Rodgers and Brown Sugar at the 
Fickle Pickle, a pub in London's 
Finsbury Park. 

Kossoff was so impressed that 
he and Rodgers decided to create a 
new entity. Joined by drummer 



Simon Kirkc, Kossoff s partner 
in Black Cat Bones, and bassist 
Andy Fraser, fresh from John 
Mayall's Bluesbreakers, this new 
group was named Free by noted 
British blues pioneer Alexis Ko- 
rner. 

Beginning in 1968's "Tons of 
Sobs" and extending through 
1973's "Heartbreaker," Free 
joined Cream and Led Zeppelin 
as leaders of the British blues re- 
vival. Free's winning combina- 
tion of blues, ballads and rock 
won them wide praise and an in- 
ternational following. That pop- 
ularity continues today, as "All 
Right Now," the group's signa- 
ture song, was recently recog- 
nized by ASCAP for garnering 
more than one million radio 
plays in the United States alone. 

When Free disbanded in 1973, 
Rodgers formed Bad Company 
with Mott the Hoople guitarist 
Mick Ralphs. Together they au- 
ditioned players and settled on 
former King Crimson bassist 
Boz Burrell and drummer Simon 
Kirke. Paul approached Led Zep- 
pelin manager Peter Grant who 
signed the group to Zeppelin's 
newly-formed Swan Song 
Records and Rodgers came up 
with the name Bad Company. 

His idea was met with resis- 
tance from the band, manage- 
ment and the record company. 
Rodgers stuck to his guns and so 
Bad Company it was. 

"Bad Company," their 1974 
debut album, enjoyed interna- 
tional success. "Bad Company 
took off like a rocket in the 
U.S.," remembers Rodgers. 
"When we started our first U.S. 
tour, the album was 99 in the 
charts. By the time we worked 
our way across America, it hit

talent contests where you could 
win money — and I needed 
money," Messina recalls fondly. 
"So, I won the grand prize aid 
part of the deal was getting to 
sing on this live radio show 
broadcast from Kentucky. 

"I went up there and did pretty 
well, so they made me a regular. 
I was singing on the show one 
night, when they told me I had a 



phone call. This guy says he's a 
producer and he wants to get to- 
gether.

a little Dolly in your voice, and 
a little Reba.' He's running 
down all his plans: make a 
demo, shop it to a couple labels, 
maybe do a showcase. Filially, I 
said, 'Hey! That's great...but I 
don't have any money,' figuring 
that would be the end of it, be- 
cause it's always about that. 

"He looked at me like I was 
nuts!" He said, 'I don't want 
your money,' and we went down 
in the basement of this publish- 
ing company he was with and ac- 
tually put some stuff on tape." 

That producer was Byron Gal- 
limore, who was also developing 
a young maverick named Tim 
McGraw. 

Though Messina was the first 
one Gallimore got signed, her 



initial recording de-railed during a 
management shift at the label. 

"Just about every label in 
Nashville has offered us a great 
deal," Messina recounts, "but by 
the time my deal fell apart,* 
they'd all signed women and the 
slot was full." 

While Messina struggled to re- 
cover her equilibrium, McGraw's 
star took off. 

At the height of his initial ex- 
plosion, Messina went to Fan 
Fair as her dear friend's guest — 
and met Curb A&R executive 
Phil Gemhard backstage. 

"I was thinking y'all need a 
redhead on your label," she an- 
nounced cheekily. 

The folks at Curb agreed. Be- 
fore long, Messina was in the 



studio with Gallimore and Mc- 
Graw co-producing her debut 
album. It came out of the chute 
hotter than Georgia asphalt and a 
star was seemingly born. 

Knowing who you are, what 
you want, what's important can 
ground a person in the stormiest 
waters. For Jo Dee Messina, it 
allowed her to wait until she 
found the songs she believed in 
— and offered the confidence to 
stay true to her heart. 

"I think these songs are very 
basic," Messina says with a 
knowing smile. I look for the 
simplest songs in a lot of ways, 
because it's the simplest things 
that people relate to. And music 
is, ultimately, about 
connecting."

number one." 

One of the most popular of all 
rock bands, Rodgers' six multi- 
platinum albums with Bad Com- 
pany have spawned such endur- 
ing radio classics as "Rock 'n 
Roll Fantasy," "Shooting Star," 
"Run With The Pack" and "Rock 
Steady," all written by Paul 
Rodgers. 

A note of interest, on "Rock 'n 
Roll Fantasy" Paul played all of 
the guitar parts. The group's 
popular greatest hits compilation 
"10 From 6" remains an essen- 
tial primer for fans throughout 
the world. 

Since leaving Bad Company, 
Rodgers has maintained a high 
profile.

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North vs. south:Two different 
cities within Virginia Beach? 

Staff proposes 
different way to 
tackle drainage

It's as though Virginia Beach is divided 
into two cities — the north and the 
south, City Planner Charlie Hassen told 
council members at a workshop Tuesday. 

The low-lying rural southern end and 
the urban northern end are different 
enough to require different drainage ap- 
proaches. 

It used to be that farmers took care of 
their own drainage, and if there were any 
problems they would fix them. But the 
new people who have moved in, al- 
though there are still not many of them, 
are more urban types who expect drainage 
to be in the government's province. 

Public Works, which tends to agree, 
has outlined a plan of action to improve 
the drainage in the rural areas. 



The proposal, presented by Arthur 
Shaw, in charge of maintenance and oper- 
ations, calls for the development of a 
contract for continuous lead ditch mainte- 
nance, the dedication of $75,000 a year 
for storm water maintenance with the 
sheriff's work force — on week-ends, and 
obtaining the necessary permits for the 
southern canal/lead ditch and culvert im- 
provements project. 

The city has been busy fixing drainage, 
but, said Shaw. 

"All we're doing is responding to calls 
from the public. We're not doing any 
preventive maintenance." 

Money is going to cave-ins because of 
the aging infrastructure. 

Some of the lots, like those on Old 
Carolina Road, were developed before in- 
spections and the owners put in their 
own unique culverts. These have to be re- 
placed now. 

Shaw said that by using the sheriffs 
work forces the city can generate 
$200,000 to $300,000 in labor from as 
$75,000 investment.

Council moves location

Starting with the Aug. 1 meeting, City 
Council meetings will be held in the School 
Board chambers while the City Council 
chambers undergo a renovation. 

Work on the chambers is expected to 
begin on July 15, which is also the begin- 
ning of the council's two- week recess so 
that meetings are not scheduled during the 
last two weeks of July. The work is ex- 
pected to be completed on Oct. 3 1 . 

City Council Tuesday approved the 
change and also cancelled the meeting on 
the first Tuesday of the month during the 
renovations to avoid a conflict with the 
School Board meeting on the first Tues- 
day of the month. 

The city already has replaced the roof of 
the City Hall, built in 1968, renovated 
restrooms and modified ADA accessibil- 
ity. The city is currently replacing the 



heaung and air-conditioning system on 
the third floor and will renovate and re- 
pair the City Council chambers because 
of the condition of theceiling. The tiles in 
the cci I ing ha ve begun to sag and separate 
and asbestos located above the ceiling 
complicates replacement of the ceiling 
and other renovations that are needed. 

Otherrcnovauons will include new light 
fixtures, drapes, blinds, wall fabric and 
carpet, reupholstercd audience seating and 
rcfinished woodcase work. Also planned 
is the addition of a new staff work table 
with microphones, upgrading the sound 
system and television cameras and match- 
ing lighting characteristics to the new 
cameras. 

Other boards that meet in the council 
chambers will meetatdifferent locations. 

The council's informal and executive 
sessions will continue to be held in the 
city manager's conference room.

Living history makes encampment 
on grounds of Lynnhaven House 



Re-enactment 
is special annual 
event for 3rd 
Va. Infantry

Civil War re-enactors with the 3rd 
Virginia Infantry Regiment returned 
to the Lynnhaven House grounds Sat- 
urday to educate the public and to do 
a little recruiting for their unit. 

Their operation was a success on 
both counts. 

Historically, the 3rd Virginia was 
first organized at Portsmouth on April 
20, 1861. A detachment of men from 
the 3rd Virginia fought in the Battle 
of Big Bethel in June 1861. Later in 
the war, the 3rd Virginia saw action 
at Yorklown, Williamsburg, Seven 
Pines, Gaine's Mill, Frayser's Farm, 
Antietam, Fredericksburg, Cold Har- 
bor, and Sayler's Creek before finally 
surrendering at Appomattox Court 
House on April 9, 1865. After nearly 
four years of combat, three officers 
and 56 men were all that remained of 
the 3rd Virginia. 

For as long as Lynnhaven House 
site administrator Shirley Bueche can 
remember, re-enactors from the 3rd 
Virginia have been a welcome addi- 
tion to the annual events calendar at 
the Lynnhaven House. 

"They have been wonderful about 
helping us promote the Lynnhaven

"This is the beginning of what we 
hope to be an evolution that will provide 
access to golf course to children from all 
walks of life, and anyone else that wants 
to play," he began. "But more important 
than that, we are after the values of life 
that golf can bring." 

First to speak was Jane Batten, presi- 
dent of the First Tee of Virginia Beach.

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Bush's Social Security Plan is no reform

The latest plan by presidential can- 
didate George W. Bush to reform 
Social Security is anything but a re- 
form. It is, 
instead, a 
dramatic 
change in the 
underlying 
philosophy 
and the func- 
tion of the 
Social Secu- 
rity System 
itself. 

The Bush 
plan pro- 
poses to keep 
four and one- 
half percent 
of the 

employee's 
contribution 
and the entire employer's share flow- 
ing into the Social Security Trust 
Fund. He emphasizes that only two 
percent of the employee contribution 
would be allocated to a personal ac- 
count for investing in the market to 
purchase low risk slocks and bonds. 
Bush's reason for proposing such a 
dramatic change in the funding of 
Social Security is to enable younger 
generations to amass more wealth to 
tide them over during retirement, or 
to leave to their descendants when 
they die. More wealth for younger 
Americans is a worthy goal to be 
sure, although our younger workers 
certainly need that additional income 
a lot more in their early years than in 
old age. That's when they are strug- 
gling to establish credit, buy their 
first home, start a family, and pay off 
the huge educational loans modern 
America has chosen to put on their 
backs before they fully enter the work 
force. 

Likewise, providing additional se- 
curity for retirement is an equally 
desirable social goal, not just for the 
younger generation, but forall Ameri- 
cans. But, the Bush plan begs a 
fundamental question. How can he

call his plan a "reform" of Social 
Security if he is unable to guarantee 
that the Trust Fund will provide its 
required level of benefits to future 
recipients in the first place? 

Social Security is a guaranteed in- 
come program for all those who reach 
retirement age for life. It is also a 
guaranteed life-time income for any 
one who is or becomes disabled, and 
a survivor benefit for widows and 
dependent children of a deceased 
bread winner. 

It is not a retirement or pension 
plan whose benefits are calculated 
solely on the length of service, con- 
tributions made, or the growth (or 
lack thereof) of its investments. The 
difference lies primarily in its guar- 
antee of benefits, no matter what out- 
side factors intervene, market-gener- 
ated or otherwise. 

The purpose of Social Security is 
to insure that all those incapable of 
supporting themselves due to age, 
death of their provider or disability 
will not fall into poverty. That is its 
entire purpose. Social Security was 
not instituted so that the national gov- 
ernment would take the place of the 



private sector as the pensioner of the 
American people. 

In short, Social Security is a na- 
tional insurance program designed to 
protect every citizen, especially 
against the vicissitudes of old age. 
And, Social Security, like aging, is 
universal. That is, its guarantee is to 
every citizen, regardless of personal 
income, economic opportunity or in- 
herited wealth. 

So, for Social Security to fulfill its 
sole purpose, there must always be 
sufficient revenues in its Trust Fund 
to meet the basic needs of all elderly, 
disabled and those families suddenly 
made vulnerable by the death of their 
provider. 

As a nation, we demand much of 
ourselves. We expect every able- 
bodied man and woman to contribute 
their fair share and to pull their own 
weight. That means working hard 
from age 18 to 65 to maintain our 
nation's productivity and managing 
our lives in such a way as to ad- 
equately provide for ourselves and 
those dependent upon us. 

Weexpectevery citizen not only to 
voluntarily obey the laws and pay 
their taxes, but to responsibly share 
the duties of self-government and 
national defense. But, in return, we 
the people promise that in exchange 
for those years of willing service to 
the well-being of our economy and 
nation, every citizen may face old 
age or disability without fear or want 
and impoverishment. 

So before Governor Bush (or any- 
body else for that matter) can pro- 
pose a dramatic change in the fund- 
ing mechanism of Social Security, he 
must first guarantee that his plan will 
generate the same level of benefits 
for every recipient (after being ad- 
justed for inflation) that exists today. 
Bush can brag all he wants about the 
fact the he is only talking about two 
percent, but he has not told us where 
or how he intends to make up that two 
percent in the Trust Fund so that the

was litigated. His father was given 
custody, but remains in American 
during the appeal of that ruling. 

Then the relatives in Miami filed a 
petition to allow Elian to ask for 
asylum in the United States. The de- 
cision for the court is whether or not 
Elian has the legal capacity to file for 
that on his own. To date his relatives 
have filed on his behalf for asylum 
and his father, who is now with him, 
has countered that only he could file 
on behalf of the child. 

There is no federal law governing 
the age to ask for asylum, but there is 
a prior court case where a 12-year- 
old Russian boy filed for asylum and 
won. The courts must decide if Elian, 
at 6, can stand on his own. Both the 
relatives in Miami and the father will 
provide Elian a good home. But the 
issue boils down to who should have 
the ultimate right and responsibility 
for a child when one of the blood 
parents is competent and capable. 

In this case, it is and should be the 
father. The three-judge panel of the 
1 1th Circuit Court which is handling 
the Elian Gonzalez case has predicted 
that lawyers won't have to wait long 
before they rule on the Cuban boy's 
appeal. 

One of the judges asked the attor- 
ney for Elian's father why Juan 
Miguel Gonzalez took five months to 
come to the United States loclaim his 
son. Lawyer Gregory Craig re- 
sponded that the father's efforts to 
travel from Cuba to the United States 
were slowed by bureaucracies of both 
countries. 

Within days of Elian's arrival poli- 
tics intruded in what should have 
been a family affair. Regardless of 
how long it took the father to come to 
the USA, the court should award the 
boy to the father, allow them to go 
home and establish visitation with 
the relatives in Miami. 

The fact that our country does not 
have normal relations with Cuba 
should be re-examined, and trans- 
portation between the countries 
should be open. 

Elian Gonzalez has cost the tax- 
payers of this country millions of 
dollars and it should be stopped now. 
Let him go.

We can get a 
hurricane in the fall, a snowstorm in 
winter, torrential downpours in spring 
and heat and humidity hot enough to 
curl your toes in the summer. 

And, luckily, in between all that, 
we do have those perfect 70-degree 
days. 

Ok, so I will never be a Califor- 
nian. I will never tool around town in 
a convertible with the top down, 
bleached blonde hair stream i ng in the 
wind. 

I'll probably never rubelbows with 
movie stars. 

And I'll hopefully never survive 
an earthquake. 

Virginia is a pretty good place to be 
after all. 
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Fishing for fun: 
Here's what's biting 
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Continuing on with our fishing ar- 
ticle from last week, Virginia Beach 
has four fishing piers: 

■ Little Island Fishing Pier - 
Sandbridge - April through October. 
Big bluefish 
along with 
other chop- 
pers that 
come close to 
the Atlantic 
Ocean shore- 
line. 

■ Sea Gull 
Fishing Pier - 
Southern- 
most island 
of the Chesa- 
peake Bay 
Bridge Tun- 
nel - Mid- 
June is the 
best time to 
catch the big- 
gest gray 
trout as well 
as a cobia of 
40 pounds or 
more. This is one of the country's 
most unusual piers and extends 600 
feet into the middle of Chesapeake 
Bay. Legendary numbers of striped 
bass (local 1 y known as rockfish) show 
around the crossings four artificial 
islands each October to well into 
December. 

■ Lynnhaven Fishing Pier - 2350 
Starfish Road off Shore Drive - Re- 
sort strip side of the Lynnhaven Inlet 
Bridge on Shore Drive. Look for spot 
and croaker early in season, also 
flounder, speckled trout and puppy 
drum fish. 

■ Virginia Beach Fishing Pier - 
1 Sth Street and Ocean front. Only pier 
along the resort strip and extends 700 
feet into the ocean. Access to drum, 
channel bass and even bluefish. Open 
from April through October. 

There's another kind of fishing in 
Virginia Beach that I would like to 
mention — pond fishing made possi- 
bly by fish farmers. Yes, you read me 
right, fish farmers. 

It seems in 1992 three different 
farmers built ponds and installed aera- 
tors in the center of the ponds to keep 
the water oxygenated. They stocked 
them with tiny, fingerling fish not 
more than two inches long that grows 
into a hybrid stripped bass (4,000 to 
5,000 fingerlings to an acre pond). 
These fingerlings are fed commer- 
cial feed purchased from pie same 
dealer who furnishes them chicken 
and other animal feed. The farmers 
toss this feed on the surface of the 
ponds twice a day. 

The waters of the ponds are tested 
regularly, making sure there isenough 
oxygen to keep a large population of 
fish alive. Instead of the typical wor- 
ries regular farmers might have, these 
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farmers have to contend with battling 
great blue herons, osprey and even 
river otters — all liking to fee on the 
tasty stripped bass. 

Customers of many local restau- 
rants who serve the stripped bass and 
channel catfish also enjoy the fish 
raised by these fish farmers. Since 
hybrid fish aren't capable of breed- 
ing on their own, the ponds must be 
restocked, making sure no grown 
stripped bass is left behind as he 
would devour the new crop of finger- 
ling fish. 

This practice called "aquaculture" 
is a profitable alternative to tradi- 
tional farming. Most fishing ponds 
do not charge admission, nor do you 
need a license to fish. You pay for 
your catch by the pound. 

Whether casting from shore, pier 
or boat, anyone liking to fish will find 
a fishing place in Virginia Beach. 
From the rivers, to the Chesapeake 
Bay, into the Atlantic Ocean, whether 
for sport or food, fishing is an excit- 
ing, rewarding and entertaining ex- 
perience. If you haven't fished, try it. 
You might like it. It's calming to the 
soul and I hear the challenge and trill 
of hooking and bringing in a "big 
one" is beyond compare. 

No fishing license is required to 
fish in salt water from Cape Henry 
south to the North Carolina line which 
includes Rudce Inlet, on head boats 
or charter boats or fishing piers un- 
less you are fishing for a citation fish 
then a license will be required. Nei- 
ther to you need a license when fish- 
ing from your own property. 

A license is required for all anglers 
age 16 and older to fish in the Chesa- 
peake Bay. A license is also needed 
for resident anglers 16 and older for 
all freshwater fishing. Licenses are 
valid for the calendar year Jan. 1 
through Dec. 31 and cost $12.50 for 
fresh water, $7.50 for salt water. 

Nonresidents can purchase a five- 
day license for $6 fresh water and 
$5.50 salt water.

Up close and personal 
'Bonnie White: Honorary Witch of (Pungo

The Honorary Witch of Pungo isn't likely 
to hop onto a broom anytime soon, but you 
may see her driving a tractor or a 10- 
wheeler. 

Bonnie E. White, this year's honorary 
witch for the Pungo Strawberry Festival, has 
deep roots to the area. She grew up in Back 
Bay and graduated from the Creeds School 
in 1952. 

That same year she married Robert W. 
White Sr., a local boy whom she met "at 
some point or another" when she was 15. 

"I never dated anyone else — and we've 
been together ever since," she smiled. 

White says it was as close to ^love at first 
sight" as possible. In July 1953, the Whites 
welcomed their first child, Robert Jr., and 
four years later, daughter Kathy came along. 

Farming is in the family's blood. White is 
the daughter of a farmer, though, she 
laughed, "only we basically had one horse 
and a plow." 

Her husband and son's farm on Princess 
Anne Lane has been in the family for 
generations. It is one of the largest grain- 
producing farms in the area. The Whites 
even earned Virginia Beach's 1999 Family 
of the Year in Agriculture. 

White is simply "bewitched" by the 
southern end of Virginia Beach, which is 
her home. 

"It's as close to heaven as you can get 
without being there," she said. "And I love 
the ocean and the farmland." 

White also loves the Pungo Strawberry 
Festival, established in 1983. She'll 
generally attend locals' night on Friday, and 
spend all day Saturday and part of Sunday 
at the festivities. 

I just enjoy all the people," she said. 
Festival weekend is the one time of year 
when this small hamlet is thronged with 
thousands of people looking for a good time. 
White particularly enjoys it because it's an 
alcohol-free event and "such a lovely 
family affair." 

Being named honorary witch came as a 
real shock to White. 

"I was very surprised, because I haven't 
done as much in the community as the other 
witches," she said modestly. 

But she plans to play it to the hilt. As the 
festival's goodwill ambassador, White will 
circulate around the gala in a Colonial 
costume she designed, in fabric complete 
with strawberries and little bears. She's also 
going to carry a broom and may design a 
special magic wand. And she has even 
printed up her own calling cards 
emblazoned with her name and "I'll get 
you, my pretty!", a quote from "The Wizard 
of Ox." 

"I hope to be a good witch — unless 
someone zaps a spell on me," she noted. 

White plans to brew a spell or two or her 
own — for good weather! Nothing can 
dampen festival spirits quicker than rain, so 
she's working on a sunny, pleasant 
weekend. 

If White is a witch, does that mean 
husband Robert is a warlock? She grinned, 
"I don't know, but I can certainly cast a 
spell and try to make him one."

Bush's Social Security Plan is no reform for United States

federal government does not break 
its covenant with its people. 

Whether there is other wealth gen- 
erated for individuals is beside the 
point. The U.S. government has 
promised that the Social Security 
Trust Fund will always be solvent 
enough to meet its obligations to ev- 
ery citizen, no matter what outside 
forces are in place, for a minimum of 
70 years into the future. 

Any plan that allows the federal 
government to force individual citi- 
zens to save and then dictates where 
those savings may be invested sounds 
awfully "Big Brother" to me. If the 
Trust Fund doesn't need that two 
percent, then lower the outrageous 
6.3 percent we put on our younger 
workers and let them decide where to 
spend or invest that money. 

But, of course, thai is a joke! The 
Trust Fund needs every penny it is 



currently receiving to prepare for the 
onslaught of the baby boomer retire- 
ment crunch due to hit between 201 5 
through 2040. Currently, the Social. 
Security Administration advises that 
the Trust Fund is solvent through 
2037, so we are not exactly on the 
brink of a bankrupt Trust Fund, to say 
the least. 

Not that our Social Security sys- 
tem doesn't need serious reform. But 
any real reform must include restor- 
ing generational fairness in how the 
FIC A tax is assessed. It is outrageous 
that our youngest workers are ex- 
pected to cough up 6.S percent of 
their meager salaries at the very time 
when they are at the lowest income 
level they will know in their lifetime; 
nevermind, that they desperately need 
that very income to establish them- 
selves as economically self -sufficient 
Those baby boomers, by the way, 
only paid three percent of their in- 
come to the payroll tax when we were 



in their children's shoes. 

So, why isn't FICA assessed on a 
sliding-upward percentage scale 
based on age? Those furthest from 
reaping the benefits ought to be taxed 
at a much lower rate than those on the 
brink of retirement After all, Social 
Security is a universal program and 
what is more universal than aging — 
everybody does it at exactly the same 
rate and time. 

You can generate the same total 
revenues (without even raising the 
upper cap of income subject to FICA) 
simply by gradually increasing the 
rate by age groups; i.e. by collecting 
four percent for the youngest work- 
ers (16 to 25) up to a highest rate of 
eight percent on the oldest work group 
(55 to 65). 

In fact, you would even increase 
revenues to the Trust Fund at the very 
lime it is needed most Baby boomers 
are the population group that make 
up that oldest employee group, and 



they at the top of their earn ing poten - 
I ial. Even better, the rates for all age 
groups could be reduced across the 
board if we would increase the 
$70,000 upper cap on income subject 
to FICA withholding. 

It is ridiculous that this income cap 
does not automatically adjust upward 
with inflation the same way that so- 
cial security benefits do. The unad- 
justed cap is one of the greatest ineq- 
uities in the Social Security System. 
Its effect is to make the sacrifice of 
average income earners far greater 
than that of the affluent since the real 
percentage of their total income is 
much higher for those who earn less 
than $70,000 a year. 

Of course, any such reform would 
need to include keeping the 
employer's portion steady at the cur- 
rent 6.5 percent level no matter what 
percentage is paid in by the employee. 
Otherwise, you would end up placing 
enormous pressure on employers to 



fire older workers and you would not 
be able to sustain the needed level of 
revenues into the Trust Fund, merely 
by gradually raising the employee's 
portion of the FICA tax as they age. 

Assessing FICA on a progressive 
scale by age and automatically ad- 
justing the upper income cap for in- 
flation both qualify as genuine Social 
Security reform, since they change, 
the system without jeopardizing the 
70-year viability of the Trust Fund 
required by law. And, there are cer- 
tainly other true reform measures that 
have been proposed that warrant our 
consideration, but one of them is not 
the plan offered by Bush. 

Not that Vice President Al Gore 
has proposed one either. At least 
Gore is willing to commit to paying 
down the debt to theextenldiai it will 
lengthen the fiscal life of the current 
Trust Fund. But Gore's proposal is 
only laudable because it docs not 
break the cardinal rule of any policy 



proposal, "First, do no harm." 

Alas, here we go again! On the 
issue of Social Security, America is 
on the same old merry-go-round when 
it comes to selecting its next presi- 
dent — that is, we get to choose 
between the lesseroftwoevils. Con- 
sidering that the vice president's do- 
nothing-but-pay-debt proposal 
doesn 't bring the sacred covenant our 
government made to its people while 
Bush's does, his is the only rational 
choice of the two. 

Thai doesn't mean Gore deserves 
any kudos whatsoever. Any political 
leader who wants to wear the mantle 
of reform, as both Gore and Bush do, 
should be seriously seeking ways to 
change the most unfair, socially dam- 
aging and regressive tax ever im- 
posed in America; one that only sur- 
vives because it happens to fund the 
most worthy, successful and benefi- 
cial social program ever adopted in 
this great nation.

Largest Red Grooms exhibit 
since '85 brings fun here 



The Contemporary Art Center of 
Virginia presents the works of Red 
Grooms during a major summer 
exhibition, "Red Grooms: In Pur- 
suit of Serious Fun," on view June 
9 through Sept. 3. 

Red Grooms enjoys an interna- 
tional reputation as a humorous 
commentator on popular cultural 
and modern life. The exhibition at 
the center will feature what is per- 
haps his best known recent work, 
"The Bus," a 22-foot long walk- 
through environment, recreating in 
canvas, plastic and wood a New 
York City bus and its colorful rid- 
ers. 

Grooms is equally at home work- 
ing on canvas and paper, and the 
exhibition includes more than 60 
paintings, prints and drawings in 
addition to large-scale sculptures. 
The exhibition, organized by the 
Contemporary Art Center of Vir- 
ginia with the assistance of the 
Marlborough Gallery New York, is 
the largest museum show of his 
work since Grooms' retrospective 
at the Pennsylvania Academy of 
Pine Arts in 1985, This show fo- 
cuses on works that explore and 
comment on his recent travels, as- 
pects of urban life, his continuing 
fascination with an and art history 
and contemporary American cul- 
ture. 

Charles Roger Grooms, born in 
Nashville, Tenn. in 1937, has lived 
and worked in New York City 
since 1958. He attended the School 
of the Art Institute of Chicago. 
George Peabody Teachers College 
in Nashville, the New School for 
Social Research in New York City 



and the Hans Hoffman School in 
Provincetown, Mass. (It was Hoff- 
man, one of the leading artists of 
his generation and a renowned 
teacher, who first used the nick- 
name "Red"). Since the success of 
his first one-man show in 1960, 
Red Grooms has been one of the 
leading figures in American art. A 
sculptor, painter, printmaker, per- 
forming artist and filmmaker, he is 
a master of many media, as well as 
the inventor of several. 

Best known, perhaps, for such 
dazzling three-dimensional environ- 
ments as The City of Chicago 
(first exhibited at the Venice Bicn- 
nale in 1967), Ruckus Manhattan, 
The Discount Store, Ruckus Rodeo 
and last year's huge success Red 
Grooms at Grand Central, he 
gained fame for his ingenious and 
good humored depictions of real 
life as captured in these complex, 
multi-piece sculptural groupings. 
These installations are a direct re- 
flection of his wry perception, 
acute observational powers and 
bravura technique. 

Grooms first achieved promi- 
nence along with the so-called 
"Pop Artists." Often included in 
that group, he, like they, appropri- 
ates much of his attitude, as well 
as his technique, from the world of 
popular culture. Unlike them, he 
went well beyond the limited and 
limiting world of pop culture and 
created a kind of parallel universe 
in three dimensions, his famous 
"sculptopictoramas," which grew 
in scale to become the full-blown 
environments that have secured his 
place in art history.

House," said Bueche. "Of course, 
they are very interested in history 
and in interpreting history correct- 
ly," she stressed. 

"Every year they do an encamp- 
ment hereto help us raise funds to 
support the Lynnhaven House. 
Without support from groups like 
the 3rd Virginia, we would have a 
very hard time staying open. 
They've been very good to us." 

First Lt. Jim Waltz and a small 
contingent of men from the 3rd 
Virginia offered Lynnhaven House 
visitors a inviting glimpse of what 
life was like for soldiers in the 
Confederate Army during the early 
years of the Civil War. 

Earlier this month the 3rd Vir- 
ginia participated in a preservation 
march and a re-enactment at End- 
view Plantation on the Peninsula. 
The ten-mile march to Yorktown 
raised more than $4,500 for his- 
toric preservation projects. In July, 
the 3rd will return to Gettysburg 
National Historical Park to partici- 
pate in park service programs. For 
the locally-based re-enactment unit, 
Lynnhaven House has been a spe- 
cial place over the years. 

"We like to think of Lynnhaven 
House as 'old home' for us. We 
normally think of it as a resting 
weekend," said Waltz. 

Within the re-enactment commu- 
nity, the 3rd Virginia has% reputa- 
tion for being particularly accurate 
and authentic in its portrayals. 
Waltz and his comrades have 
worked diligently to establish and 
maintain their status. 

"We see ourselves as living his- 
torians," noted Waltz. "One of the 
duties of a historian is to educate 
following generations. That's what 
we do in reenacting. That's why we 
do it." 

While encampments and demon- 
strations have created opportunities 
in which the public can be reached 
directly, large scale reenactments 
have provided an additional vehicle 
to educate the public. Waltz recog- 
nized the need for both venues. 

Since Waltz was a youngster in 
Indiana, he has been interested in 
the Civil War, and he has long re- 
garded living history programs as 
one of the best methods for por- 



traying history accurately. 

"A good living historian or re- 
enactor has to be a frustrated actor," 
smiled Waltz. "You've got to get 
up there and want to talk to people. 
You've got to be outgoing." 

Waltz hoped that visitors left 
Lynnhaven House with a better un- 
derstanding of the period and of the 
people who lived it. 

"The problem that we have in 
our society today is that we try to 
understand the people of past times 
utilizing the values and views of 
today. You just can't do that," 
Waltz maintained. 

"The 3rd Virginia was a group of 
local boys who did what they 
thought was right. They stood for a 
cause that they believed in." 

Private Mike Kotyk, a new re- 
cruit with the 3rd Virginia, was 
participating in his very first event 
as a reenactor. Kotyk decided that 
best way to learn more about Vir- 
ginia's role in the Civil War was to 
become "part of it" as a re-enactor. 
"I hooked up with the 3rd Infantry 
and got in contact with Jim Waltz. 
They invited me out to a battle 
reenactment that they did, and I 
liked it. That's why I'm here." 

Kotyk's interest in the Civil War 
has a decided psychological bent. 
"It isn't actually so much the bat- 
tles, but the psychology that's in- 
volved," he said. Fathers fighting 
on opposite sides from their sons 
and brothers fighting brothers were 
concepts that intrigued Kotyk. 

"This was a country that only 80 
years before had fought together to 
free themselves from Great 
Britain," noted Kotyk. "Now 
they're at each other's throats. I find 



that interesting," he said. 

"Re-enacting puts you in the sol- 
dier's place. You are actually there. 
You areliving under the same con- 
ditions that they did and eating the 
same basic types of foods they ate, 
doing the same recreational activi- 
ties, living the same lifestyle," 
Kotyk said. 

"I think it really gives you a 
good impression of what kind of 
life they lived, the hardships, and 
even the triumphs that they had to- 
gether." 

Dale and Judy Decker, both for- 
mer re-enactors with the 3rd Vir- 
ginia who have recently returned to 
the area, were among the visitors 
who came out to see the weekend 
encampment - both still have an 
intense interest in the Civil War. 
"It was a scary time," said Dale 
Decker. 

"Either way you looked at it, 
what was going to happen to the 
United States was at stake. It was a 
very violent time," he said. "I par- 
ticularly admire the courage of the 
people of the time." 

"These people were some very 
hardy souls to do the things that 
they did and live under the condi- 
tions that they did," said Decker. 

"It's fun for me to reenact it and 
sit back and read about it. I can 
even go out on the weekend and 
play the game, but I don't know if 
I would have the courage or stami- 
na enough if I was living in 1863. 
These are some of the things that 
you learn from reenacting. It gives 
you a whole loj more respect for 
your ancestors than you might 
have had before."

He said 
the staff will go back and look at 
design to see if the rainfall stan- 
dards need to be changed and then 
asked Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Administration (FEMA) to 
reevaluate the water shed. 

Where the northern part of the 
city is served generally by city 
water and sewer, the southern part 
primarily has open ditches with 
culverts and private water supplies. 

The new capital budget includes 
$150,000 for the Southern 
Canal/Lead Ditch Restoration study 



to analyze approximately 5.75 
miles of existing major drainage 
canal and lead ditch systems in the 
southern portion of the city. It in- 
volves five major systems in the 
Black water and Pungo Boroughs — 
Milldam Creek, BlackwaterCreek, 
Oakum Creek, Nanney Creek and 
Beggars Bridge Creek. 

Hassen said that in some cases 
problems have always been there 
but the gap exists between what 
new residents expect and the service 
they receive. 

Among the items suggested for 
further study, Hassen listed placing 
a note on the final subdivision 
plats and site plans that states the 
elevation of the land is low and 
prone to flooding and to have land 
owners and home buyers sign a dis- 
claimer statement regarding the ele- 
vation of the property and the po- 
tential for flooding. 

Also suggested for study are de- 
termining what is reasonable in 
terms of requirements for develop- 
ments of varying size and environ- 
mental concerns and continuing 
current and proposed maintenance 
programs for existing drainage sys- 
tems.

Boston psychologist Dr. Mardy 
Grothc, founder of chiasmus.com 
and author of the book "Never Let 
A Fool Kiss You or a Kiss Fool 
You," said, "Many literary and his- 
torical greats have been extremely 
I'ond of chiasmus, using the device 
innumerable limes in their works." 

Since chiasmus.com was 
launched less than a year ago, eight 
luminaries have been featured on 
the site's "Masters of Chiasmus" 
page: JFK, Churchill, Shakespeare, 
Shaw, Wilde, Emerson, Benjamin 
Franklin and Dr. Samuel Johnson.
